A  Method  of  treating  Scrophulous  Difor- 
ders,  or  the  King’s  Evil,  having  been 
found  by  me  greatly  fuccefsful ;  I  refolved  to 
continue  to  publiih  this  new  Edition  of  many 
Cafes  I  have  had  under  my  Care. 

I  do  it  to  the  End  that  Sufferers,  fo  long  as 
God  may  grant  me  Life  and  Health,  may 
know  to  whom  to  apply  for  Relief,  gratis ;  or, 
from  the  Cafes  I  publifh,  gather  how  to  cure 
themfelves  and  Families,  efpecially  the  Poor; 
thereby  fleering  clear  of  the  many  never  failing 
Medicines,  fo  pompoufly  fet  forth  in  Advertife- 
ments. 

Thofe  Pradtitioners  in  Medicine  and  Surgery, 
who  have  Candour  enough  to  own  their  Skill, 
has  been  often  baffled  in  Scrophulous  Cafes, 
may  attend  to  the  Succefs  my  Methods  have 
been  bleffed  with :  Thofe,  who  are  fo  very 
learned  and  felf-fufficient  as  to  think  they  knew 
'every  Thing,  may,  if  they  pleafe,  laugh  at  me. 

What  I  offer  to  the  Public  is  the  Refult  not 
only  of  much  Reading  but  what  is  more  effen- 
tial,  of  many  Years  Pradtice  on  feveral  thou- 
fand  Subjects.  Many  quite  cured;  others 
greatly  relieved;  Limbs  condemned  to  Am¬ 
putation  preferved;  and  feme  turned  out  of 
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Hofpitals  as  Incurables,  cured ;  as  well  as 
others,  given  over  by  eminent  Phyficians  and 
Surgeons. 

I  fhall  ufe  the  plaineft  Exprefiions  pofilble, 
and  point  out  the  moft  fimpie  and  cheapeft 
Remedies  poor  Perfons  may  procure.  I  nei¬ 
ther  mind,  or  (hall  attend  to  Criticifms.  I 
fhall  be  contented,  if  by  my  Defcription  of  the 
King’s  Evil  or  icrophulous  Cafes,  where  there 
is  no  Complication  of  other  Diforders,  any  one 
may  know  them  I  have  found  many  very 
much  dillike  being  tokl  their  Cafe  was  the 
King’s  Evil  or  Scrophula.  Indeed  they  arc 
often  humoured  by  many  of  the  Medical  Fa¬ 
culty,  in  tins  Diipofition,  calling  it  only  fcor- 
foutic  This  1  never  do;  but  tenderly  give  my 
Sentiments  without  Referve,  and  always  conceal 
Names  if  required. 

All  I  have  related  is  ftrift  T ruth ;  nor  can 
it  be  fuppofed,  as  I  take  no  Money  for  my 
Advice,  that  I  wifh  to  impofe  on  any  one. 
Moreover,  for  a  Confirmation  of  what  I  aflert, 
I  have  mentioned  many  of  the  Perfons  Names, 
who  may  be  applied  to. 

To  conclude ;  I  would  advife  every  one  not 
to  be  difheartened  at  the  Simplicity  of  the  Pro- 
cels,  or  the  Slownefs  of  the  Cure  ;  or  mix  any 
other  Medicines  or  Prefcriptions  with  mine ; 
for  they  may  defeat  the  Methods  I  have  laid 
down,  and  which  have  had  the  Succefs  I  fhall 
eircumftantialJy  relate.

O  F 

SCROPHULOUS  DISORDERS, 

or  The 

KING’S  evil. 

TH  E  King’s  Evil  is  a  Name  given  to  a  very- 
grievous  and  obftinate  Difeafe,  ever  fince 
Edward  the  ConfeiTor’s  Time ;  becaufe  faid  to 
be  cured  by  him,  and  other  fucceeding  Kings, 
both  of  England  and  France.  Above  ninety-two 
thoufand  Perfons  are  recorded  to  have  been 
touched  for  it  by  King  Charles  the  Second  onlyj 
with  what  fuccefs  is  varioufly  related,  difputed 
and  believed.  Thofe  who  have  Time  may  read 
Mr.  John  Brown ,  Surgeon  to  King  Charles  the 
Second,  his  Account  of  the  King’s  Evil,  and 
other  Writers  who  treat  of  that  Subject.  This 
Difeafe  is  either  hereditary  or  accidental.  I  have 
found,  on  a  clofe  Examination  of  Perfons  ap¬ 
plying  to  me,  not  one  in  twenty  without  fome 
Family  Taint  of  it.  The  loweft  Degree  of  this 
Diforder  feems  to  be  the  fwelling  of  the  upper 
Lip,  without  any  apparent  Caufe  which  I  look 
upon  as  an  infallible  Sign  of  the  Evil  in  the  Habit 
of  Body,  though  no  other  Appearances.  Some¬ 
times  both  Lips,  the  Nofe  and  Cheeks  inflame 
andfwelli  the  lower  Jaw-bones  are  often  trou- 
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bled  with  Swellings  on, .  and  about  them,  and 
caufed  bad  and  rotten  Teeth.  Frequent  Ulcers  on 
the  Gums ;  and  many  Swellings  under  the  Ears, 
Jaws,  and  Chin,  and  many  Parts  of  the  Neck, 
and  Shoulders;  fometimes  fmooth,  moveable, 
and  not  difcoloured  or  painful ;  at  other  Times 
come  to  Sores,  break  and  run  much  for  a  Length 
of  Time,  are  healed  with  great  Difficulty,  and 
often  break  out  again,  if  the  Habit  of  Body  be 
not  altered.  The  Eyes  are  very  frequently  fcro- 
phulous,  looking  inflamed,  and  of  a  dead, 
reddiffi,  or  leaden  Colour;  and  fometimes  white 
Specks  on  or  near  the  Pupil,  or  Sight.  They 
are  often  forerunners  of  Cataracts,  and  total 
Blindnefs,  if  not  timely  prevented ;  they  often 
difcharge  great  Quantities  of  clear,  faltiffi  Water, 
of  fo  corrofive  a  Nature  that  it  takes  the  Skin 
off  the  Cheeks.  Often  fmall  running  Ulcers 
at  inner  Corners  of  the  Eyes,  which  dif¬ 
charge  a  whitifn  thick  Matter,  which  glues  up 
the  Eye-lids  in  the  Morning,  fo  that  they  are 
opened  with  Difficulty.  When  thefe  Complaints 
withftand  the  ufual  Methods  of  Bleeding,  Blis¬ 
tering  behind  the  Ears,  Cupping,  Setons,  and 
almoft  numberlefs  etcseteras,  for  Months  toge¬ 
ther,  we  may  venture  to  pronounce  them  fcro- 
phulous.  What  fome  People  fancy  to  be  the 
St.  Anthony’s  Fire  is  often  a  Species  of  this 
Diforder;  Swelling  on  the  Knees  and  Elbows, 
without  Rednefs  or  Inflammation,  vulgarly 
called  White  Swellings,  fo  that  the  Bones 
themfelves  feem  enlarged  near  the  Joints,  are 
to  be  accounted  Scrophulous.  When  Sores  or 
Ulcers  have  been  long  near  the  Joints  or  Bones, 
and  will  not  heal  with  common  Applications. 
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it  is  a  fhrewd  Sign  the  Bones  are  foul  and  ca-* 
rious:  in  that  Cafe  Pieces  of  Bone,  fliarp, 
ragged,  and  feemingly  worm-eaten,  and  little 
Pieces  like  coarfe  Sand  are  feen  on  the  Plaifters 
among  the  Pus  or  Matter,  when  taken  off. 
When  the  Griftles  or  Cartilages  on  the  Head 
of  the  Bones  are  confumed,  then  follows  a  ftifF 
Joint,  by  the  Bones  growing  together.  The 
Mufcles  under  the  Hams,  and  the  Infide  of  the 
Elbows,  I  have  often  found  to  have  been  di¬ 
vided  by  the  Knife,  by  unlkilful  Hands,  fo  that 
The  Joint  has  been  rendered  ufelefs.  I  have 
met  with  Swellingsp-vithin  the  Throat,  the  Ton- 
fils  greatly  tumefied  and  inflamed,  threatening 
a  Suffocation,  nothing  appeared  outwardly. 
This  Diftemper  may  fhew  itfelf  like  a  Leprofy. 
with  a  thick  white  Scurf  on  the  Head  and  elfe- 
where.  When  the  Diforder  falls  on  the  Lungs, 
beware  of  a  galloping  Confumption,  as  it  is  fre¬ 
quently  called,  and  is  too  often  fatal  to  young 
People,  by  not  attending  fcrupuloufly  to  this 
Diforder.  After  the  Meafles  and  Small  Pox, 
weak  Eyes  and  running  Sores  are  not  unufual, 
which  People  feldom  think  proceed  from  the 
Evil,  though  it  is  too  often  the  Cafe.  A  very 
dry  thich  crufly  Scab  near  the  Elbows,  and 
Joints,  is  fometimes  feen;  which,  when  remov¬ 
ed,  is  fucceeded  by  others  of  the  fame  Nature, 
which  are  difficult  to  cure,  except  the  Conflritu- 
tion  be  mended.  The  Glands  under  Women’s 
Arm-pits  frequently  fwell  or  tumefy ;  and  their 
Breafts  troubled  with  hard  unequal  painful 
Tumours  or  Swelling's,  which  have  been  too 
often  taken  for  Cancers,  and  the  Knife  ignorant¬ 
ly  ufed  to  the  irreparable  Damage  of  the  poor 
A  4  Sufferer. 
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Sufferer.  Such  breafts  negleffed,  or  wrongly 
treated,  often  degenerate  into  real  Cancers,  when 
every  one  knows  the  Cafe  is  deplorable.  Should 
the  Bones  be  foul  the  Cafe  is  bad,  though  not 
always  to  be  defpaired  of:  Sometimes  the  Mar¬ 
row  of  the  Bone  is  touched,  or  the  Difeafe  be¬ 
gins  in  the  Bone  itfelf ;  which  may  be  obferved 
when  the  Bones  themfelves  feem  lwelled  about 
the  Heads,  and  afterwards  Sores  break  out  and 
difcharge  a  thin  oily  Matter,  then  it  is  truly 
a  deplorable  Cafe.  How  often  is  the  Difeaie 
conveyed  to  tender  Infants,  by  fcrop'iulated 
Nurfes,  who  till  their  hidden  Infirmities  are 
difcovered,  fhall  look  like  the  Pifture  of  Health  ? 
When  Perfons  in  nood  Health,  free  from  Excefs 
of  Humours,  and  who  on  looking  back  find  their 
Parents  have  been  found,  fhouid  neverthelefs 
find  Indications  of  the  Evil  in  their  Children, 
let  them  not  be  aftoniihed ;  for  it  is  too  common. 
If,  upon  a  curious  Enquiry  among  the  Relations 
of  a  Family,  any  of  the  aforefaid  Symptoms 
have  been  remembered,  though  a  Generation 
or  two  diftant,  the  Complaint  may  be  fufpected 
to  be  the  Evil.  J  have  had  fome  Patients  ap¬ 
plied  to  me,  whofe  Anceftors  were  touched  by 
King  Charles  the  Second,  as  I  have  met  with  in 
feveral  Publications,  printed  about  that  Time, 
and  their  Defcendants  cured  by  me  lately.  How 
long  this  Difo-rd  er  may  defcend  in  Families  is 
impoffible  to  afcertain.  Unhappy  Defcendants ! 
who  would  not  endeavour  Relief  on  the  very 
firft  Appearances  of  fuch  a  lading  Malady  ?  It 
will  lie  dormant  many  Years;  appearing  and 
diffppearing  in  fome  Families  for  many  Gene- 
j-.'donq.  and  drew  itfelf  in  various  Forms,  in  all 
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Ages,  Sexes  and  Conditions,  from  the  Birth  to 
the  Age  of  Eighty -five,  as  I  have  experienced. 
It  fhail  happen  that  one  amongft  numerous 
Relations,  or  many  Children  of  the  fame  Pa¬ 
rents,  fhail  only  ihew  it  in  one  Inftance,  and  all 
the  Reft  be  free  and  clear.  Slight  Rheumatic 
Pains,  about  the  Joints,  are  often  Forerunners 
of  this  Diforder,  which  at  length  difcovers  itfelf 
by  Tumours  or  Ulcers  appearing  on  the  ag¬ 
grieved  Parts.  In  Ihort,  this  Difeafe  appears  in 
fo  many  Forms,  that  it  would  be  alrnoft  endiefs 
to  attempt  an  entire  Defcn’ption.  I  think  what 
has  been  faid  fufficient  to  inform  Mankind 
what  in  ordinary  Cafes  is  the  fimple  King’s 
Evil,  not  complicated.  All  thefe,  and  fuch  like 
Complaints  are  removed  by  much  Time,  Pa¬ 
tience,  and  a  fteady  Adherence  to  my  Direc¬ 
tions,  even  for  Years  in  feme  Subjects.  One 
conftant  Method  I  ufe  to  every  Patient,  without 
Diftinftion,  let  their  Complaints  be  what  they 
will,  if,  upon  Examination,  I  have  Real'on  to 
fufpetft  them  to  be  fcrophulous,  is  to  recom¬ 
mend  to  them  a  Piece  of  frefli  common  purple 
Vervain  Root,  about  three  or  four  Inches  long, 
and  about  the  Size  of  the  Patient’s  little  Finger, 
if  Men  or  Women;  to  young  Children  and 
Infants,  as  large  as  their  Thumb,  and  fo  in 
Proportion,  but  not  lefs;  becaufe  it  fhrinks 
much,  and  contains  but  little  Virtue.  Many 
Patients  have  been  grofsly  impoled  on,  by  the 
Sellers  of  thefe  Roots,  who  quote  my  Name 
to  deceive  the  ignorant  Buyer,  and  I  muft  repeat 
it,  that  if  a  Vervain  Root  is  not  that  Bignefs  I 
recommend.  People  are  greatly  deceived,  and 
have  little  or  no  Benefit  at  all  from  it.  Let  the 
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Buyer  take  Heed.  All  the  Fibres  are  to  be  cut 
ofF  iix.ooth,  and  as  little  of  the  Rhind  as  poftible, 
to  be  w  rn  always  at  the  Pit  of  the  Stomach, 
tied  with  a  Yard  of  white  Sattin  Ribbon,  half 
an  Incii  wide,  round  the  Neck  of  Men  and 
Women  of  an  Ordinary  Stature:  if  taller  an  Ell 
will  be  wanting;  and  Children  in  Proportion. 
To  the  better  Sort  of  Females,  I  propofe  the 
Ribbon  to  be  fattened  through  an  Eyelet-hole 
or  Lo<  p  in  the  Bofom  of  the  Shift,  and  fo  worn, 
which  will  be  no  Eye-fore.  A  Quarter  of  a 
Yard  of  Ribbon  will  be  enough;  but  no  other 
coloured  Ribbon  is  proper,  becaufe  the  Dye 
in  fome  Colours  may  be  prejudicial.  The  Root 
mutt  never  be  wetted,  not  when  frefh  gathered, 
but  wiped  clean  with  a  dry  Cloth.  It  mutt  not 
be  fcwn  up,  or  covered  with  any  Thing,  but  al¬ 
ways  worn  naked  at  the  Pit  of  the  Stomach. 
If  after  wearing,  the  Ends  of  the  Fibres  ftick 
out  and  hurt  and  prick  the  Stomach,  they  mutt 
be  cut  off  with  a  fbarp  Knife  as  at  firft.  I  al¬ 
ways  cut  a  little  Notch  round  the  upper  End  of 
the  Root,  and  tye  the  Ribbon  with  a  double  faft 
Knot,  left  it  flip  cut  and  be  loft.  When  it  has 
been  worn  a  few  Days,  it  will  fhrink,  by  the 
Eleat  of  t  !1C  lJ  tornach;  then  the  Ribbon  muft 
be  tied  fatter.  A  Buckle  or  Button  on  the  Bo- 
tom  of  a  Man's  Shirt  will  be  convenient,  to 
keep  the  Root  next  the  Skin,  as  well  as  in  Bed  as 
up.  Obferve  the  Root  be  not  decayed  or  rotten, 
but  frefti  and  green  when  applied ;  and  it  is  ne- 
cefiary  to  have  a  frefh  one  every  Spring  and  Fall. 
If  i  put  this  Root  about  the  Patient’s  Neck,  I 
am  not  afhamed  to  fay.  Pray  God  give  his 
“  B letting  to  thefe  rny  Endeavours*,  or  fome 
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fuch  fhort  Ejaculations  ;  not  by  Way  of  Charm, 
or  fuch  like  Nonfenfe,  but  to  remind  the  Pati¬ 
ent  of  our  Dependance  on  the  Divine  Help,  co¬ 
operating  with  the  natural  Means  he  has  pro¬ 
vided  for  our  Comfort  and  -Relief ;  and  furely 
there  is  good  Reafon  to  beg  his  Bleffing  on 
this,  as  on  our  daily  Food.  Plere  in  fome  of  my 
former  Editions  I  was  at  fome  Pains  in  noticing 
how  this  Ceremony,  if  fo  it  might  be  called, 
had  and  might  caufe  Laughter.  I  will  now 
only  fay,  that  the  joyful  Teftimony  of  the  cured 
through  my  Means  is  a  much  greater  Heartfelt 
Satisfaction  to  me  than  the  Derifion  of  all  others 
will  ever  give  me  uneafinefs.  The  Experi¬ 
ence  I  have  had  of  the  good  Effects  of  the 
Vervain  Root  is  enough  for  me  :  neverthelefs,  I 
will  juft  mention  that  the  great  Boyle ,  in  his  Ef- 
fays,  has  treated  of  the  flrange  Subtility  of  Ef¬ 
fluvia  ;  how'  fpecific  Medicines  are  reconcileable 
to  the  Corpufcular  Philofcphy,  and  how  advan¬ 
tageous  Ample  Medicines  are. 

This  Root  being  of  fuch  general  Ufe  in  all 
Stages  of  the  Evil,  it  will  be  proper  to  give  a 
Plain  Defcription  of  the  Herb  Vervain,  the  Place 
and  Manner  of  its  Growth,  that  it  may  be  eafier 
found  and  known  by  the  common  People.  The 
Common  Vervain  grows  with  a  fibrous  or 
ftringy  Root,  of  a  light  brown  Colour,  very  hard, 
of  a  bitterifh  Tafte;  fends  up  Stalks,  many  Half 
a  Yard  high,  fquattifh,  folid,  fomewhat  rough, 
of  a  purplifh  green,  and  branched;  the  Leaves 
ftand  upon  the  Stalks  in  Couples  over  again fl: 
each  other,  hairy  on  both  Sides,  wrinkled,  and 
jagged  with  deep  Cuts,  and  wide  towards  the 
Stalk  End,  fomething  like  Oak  Leaves,  when 
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half  grown,  of  a  deeper  green  above  than  be¬ 
neath.  The  Flowers  are  ranged  in  long  Spikes, 
of  a  very  pale  purple,  divided  into  five  Parts  at 
the  Top,  fucceeded  by  four  imall  longifh  Seeds, 
joined  together.  The  Flower  is  very  fmail,  the 
two  uppmnoft  Segments  appearing  like  a  Creft, 
and  turned  upwards.  It  grows  very  often  in 
Highways,  Court-yards,  chaulky,  gravelly,  and 
ftony  uncultivated  Places,  and  blows  in  y«/y, 
Augv.fi *  September ,  and  October.  Some  call 
it  the  Holy  Herbs  in  Latin  Verbena-,  in  Welch 
Cas  gavgythyrel .  All  tire  Herb  is  very  bitter 
and  aflringent.  It  is  much  celebrated  for  aimoft 
numberlefs  Virtues,  by  ancient  Authors.  By 
the  Moderns  hardly  noticed  not  being  fafhion- 
able  in  the  prefent  Practice.  This  Plant,  by  a 
chymical  Analyfis  yields  feveral  acid  Liquors : 
Abundance  of  Oil,  pretty  much  volatile  concrete 
Salt  and  Earth ;  it  is  therefore  probable  it  con¬ 
tains  feme  Sal  Almoniac,  united  with  a  good 
deal  of  Sulphur.  It  is  vulnery,  cleanfing,  and 
opening.  The  other  Medicines  and  Applica¬ 
tions,  with  their  Preparations,  fuch  as  common 
People  may  manage,  v/ill  be  found  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Cales. 

CASE  I. 

PHILIP  WINTER  FLOOD,  late  of  Hal - 
Jleady  in  EJTex,  a  Journeyman  Barber,  aged  35, 
formerly  lived  at  the  Sign  of  the  Peruke ,  oppo- 
fite  the  While  Horje ,  at  Mile  End  near  London , 
who  was  a  fat  Man,  was  for  eight  Years  mifer- 
ably  affliefed  with  feveral  ft  rum  o  us  Ulcers  un¬ 
der  both  Breaks;  feme  were  above  an  Inch 
deep,  difeharging  much  foul  corrupted  Matter, 
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had  done  fo  for  Years,  could  get  no  Help,  and 
had  the  Evil  hereditary  in  his  Family  many 
Years.  This  poor  Man  was  in  Haljiead  Work- 
houfc,  where  his  Diet  and  Attendance  were  not 
of  the  beft.  The  firffc  Thing  I  did  was  to  give 
him  the  Vervain  Root  to  wear  about  his  Neck, 
and  ordered  him  fome  gentle  Phyfic  once  a 
Week,  to  wit,  Syrup  of  Rofes  one  Ounce,  Man¬ 
na  one  Ounce,  dififolved  in  a  Pint  of  fkimmed 
Milk  for  one  Dofe,  fometimes  he  got  it,  fome- 
times  he  did  not.  I  gave  him  a  Phial  of  Liquor 
to  wafh  his  Sores,  Night  and  Morning,  of  Vi¬ 
negar  one-third,  Red  Port  W  ine  one-third,  and 
Vervain  Water,  diflilled,  one-third:  Some  Oint¬ 
ment  to  fpread  on  a  Rag,  and  lay  on  the  Sores 
after  wafhing  them.  The  Ointment  was  made 
with  green  Vervain  Leaves,  with  about  a  fourth 
Part  of  Houfe-leek  Leaves,  both  bruifed  and 
boiled  in  Pork  Lard,  till  it  was  of  a  good  Con¬ 
fidence,  and  all  the  watery  Part  wafted,  then 
ftrained  and  kept  for  Ufe.  It  may  be  made 
ftronger  by  boiling  the  fame  Quantity  of  Herbs 
in  the  fame  Liquor  as  before.  Note ,  inftead  of 
diflilled  Vervain  Water,  which  poor  People  can¬ 
not  fo  eafily  procure,  the  Infufion  of  the  Vervain 
Leaves  may  be  ufed;  that  is,  hot  boiling  WTater 
poured  upon  the  Herb,  like  Tea,  and  covered; 
when  cold  may  be  ufed  in  its  Stead.  This 
Method  cured  this  Man  in  fix  Months,  nothing 
elfe  was  ufed,  and  he  continues  well  for  aught 
.  I  know  to  this  Day. 

CASE  II. 

Robert  Heathery,  Son  of  the  Reverend  Mr. 

Heatherly ,  late  Minifter  of  Clavering  in  EJfex, 

formerly 
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formerly  Mailer  of  the  School  in  Chrijl-Hofpitalj 
London,  aged  twenty-three,  was  an  Out-patient 
of  St.  Bartholomews  Hojpital  i or  the  Kings 
Evil,  had  the  fecond  Joint  of  his  Thumb  fo  at- 
fefted  that  the  Bone  came  out,  and  many  other 
Sores  healed  up  and  feemed  cured:  Not  long 
after  the  Diforder  fell  into  both  his  Eyes,  with 
feme  fmall  unbroken  Tumours  in  tne  Neck  and 
under  both  Ears,  and  had  been^  blind  fome 
Months.  He  came  to  me  with  his  Eyes  co¬ 
vered,  has  been  well  fome  Years,  and  is  now 
in  the'  Exclfe.  I  gave  this  Man  a  Root ;  or¬ 
dered  him  a  gentle  Purge  of  half  Manna  and 
half  Syrup  ofRofes,  in  thick  Milk,  once  a  Week, 
for  three  Months;  to  leave  off  all  Covering _  to 
his  Eyes,  and  wafn  them  often  with  cold  Spring 
Water,  dropping  fome  into  the  Eyes,  this  re- 
flored  him  perfectly  to  his  Signt. 


CASE  III. 

Linn  Nunn ,  Daughter  of  John  Nunn.,  Farmer,^ 
near  Lciindon-hills,  in  Effex,  aged  twenty-one, 
Md  a  laro-e  fcrophulous  Tumour  opened  on  tne 
rmht  under  jaw-bone,  by  Mr.  Earl,  of  liorndon ; 
k&difcharged  moftly  a  thin  watry  Matter;  but 
as  he  could  not  heal  the  Wound,  foe  came  to 
rue  I  pave  her  a  Root,  ordered  fome  gentle 
Purses,  but  no  Salts;  for  I  always  find  them 
bad  in  fcrophulous  Cafes,  and  gave  her  mme 
Vervain  Ointment  for  the  Wound,  which  foon 
healed  it  up.

IV. 


Elizabeth  Reynolds,  Wife  of  JoJepb  Reynolds, 
of  Haljlead,  Farmer,  aged  twenty-five,  came  to 
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me  with  her  I.ips  much  fwelled ;  it  had  been 
coming  three  Years,  the  infide  of  the  Nofe  and 
upper  Lip,  broke  out  and  very  fcabby,  and  a 
large  uneven  fcrophulous  Tumour  had  been  en- 
creafing  three  quarters  of  a  Year,  under  the  right 
Ear,  and  feveral  fmall  Swellings  on  the  left  Side 
of  the  Neck,  I  difperfed  all  the  Swellings,  and 
cured  her  other  Complaints  in  fix  Months ; 
fince  which  lire  had  no  Returns.  Firft,  I  gave 
her  a  Root,  and  purged  her  with  gentle  Phyfic. 
I  alfo  gave  her  fome  Vervain  Ointment  for  the 
Lip  and  Nofe,  and  ordered  her  to  take  fome 
green  Hemlock  Leaves,  bruifed,  and  apply  them 
warm  once  a  Day  to  the  large  Tumour:  in  fix 
Weeks  the  Tumour  was  greatly  diminifhed;  but 
as  the  Hemlock  worn  constantly,  lomewhat 
affedted  the  Head  and  Eyes,  I  ordered  it  to  be 
applied  only  at  Night,  and  to  lay  on  till  the 
Morning,  which  in  two  or  three  Months  re¬ 
duced  the  Swelling  entirely,  all  the  fmall  Tu¬ 
mours  vanifhed  and  were  quite  cured.  Note,  if 
the  Hemlock  affedt  the  Head,  as  it  fometimes 
will  do,  if  applied  near  the  Head  and  Neck; 
fome  gentie  Phyfic  mull  be  often  ufed,  or  the 
Quantity  of  Llemlock  leffened.  If  neither  will 
do,  leave  it  quite  off. 

CASE  V. 

William  Ardly ,  Weaver,  of  Coggejhall,  in 
EJfex ,  aged  Forty,  had  been  much  troubled 
with  the  Tooth  and  Ear-ach,  afterwards  a  Sore 
broke  withinfide  the  left  Cheek,  and  difcharged 
near  a  Pint  of  Linking  Matter  at  feveral  Times, 
then  a  large  Tumour  arofe  on  the  left  Jaw¬ 
bone,  and  broke  into  three  Ulcers  outwardly, 
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and  difcharged  much  Matter-  The  Sore  with¬ 
in  the  Cheek  healed  up,  when  it  was  with  Dif¬ 
ficulty  he  could  open  his  Mouth.  I  gave  him 
a  Root,  and  ordered  him  once  a  Week  a  Purge 
of  Jalap,  five  or  fix  Grains,  more  or  lels,  as  it 
operated;  two  Motions  a  Day  fufficient:  ap¬ 
ply  to  the  Sores  withoutfide  the  Cheek,  a  Poul¬ 
tice  of  white  Bread,  Milk,  white  Lily  Roots, 
and  Groundfel,  all  mafhed  together,  and  laid 
on  warm.  Morning  and  Night;  this  fufficiently 
digefted  the  Sore,  then  I  healed  it  up  with  the 
following  Black  Plaifter.  Take  white  Lead 
finely  powdered,  two  Ounces,  Olive  Oil,  four 
Ounces,  mix  theft  in  a  large  earthen  Pipkin; 
boil  over  a  flow  Fire,  ftir  all  the  while  with  a 
Piece  of  Lead,  till  it  grows  of  a  deep  brown  or 
blackifh  Colour.  This  will  take  an.  Hour  or 
more.  Let  the  Pipkin  be  not  above  a  quarter 
full,  left  it  boil  over,  which  it  is  very  apt  to 
do.  Let  it  cool  in  a  Galley-pot,  and  keep  it 
for  Ufe.  When  you  want  it,  warm  the  Point 
of  a  Knife,  and  fpread  it  pretty  thick  on  black 
Silk  or  Linen  Rag,  apply  it  warm,  and  it  will 
Hick,  if  not  too  much  boiled.  Do  not  pull  off 
the  Plaifter  left  you  hurt  the  Sore ;  when  it 
falls  off  of  itfelf,  apply  a  frefh  one  as  long  as 
wanted. 


CASE  VI. 

Deborah  Alfton ,  Wife  of  Dhomas  Alfton ,  of 
Heney ,  in  EJfex,  aged  twenty-four,  came  to 
me  with  a  running  Ulcer  about  the  Middle  of 
the  Outfide  of  her  left  Thigh,  which  had  been 
healing  and  running  for  ten  Years ;  a  fmall 
Ulcer  near  the  left  Bread,  and  fmall  Kernel, 
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Ibmetlmes  about  the  Neck  and  Throat,  which 
/hewed  the  Complaint  to  be  fcrophulous ,  fhe 
had  been  twice  falivated,  and  much  done  to 
little  Purpofe.  I  gave  her  a  Root,  ordered 
Rofe  Leaves  boiled  in  Whey  for  a  gentle  Purge 
once  a  Week,  to  wafh  the  Ulcers  twice  a  Day 
With  a  ftrong  Infulicn  of  Hemlock  Leaves,  and 
to  apply  a  Rag  fpread  with  Elder  Ointment 
over  them.  About  two  Months  after,  fne  felt 
a  Piece  of  Bone  very  loofe ;  I  ordered  her  then 
to  apply  much  Lint,  wetted  with  the  Infufion 
Morning  and  Night,  and  the  Elder  Ointment 
as  before.  Three  Weeks  after,  the  Point  of  a 
Bone  flicking  out,  hie  herfelf,  with  the  Point  of 
a  Penknife,  enlarged  the  Wound,  took  out  a 
Piece  of  Bone,  and  examining  the  Wound  with 
her  Finger,  took  out  two  more  Pieces,  followed 
by  much  Blood:  a  Week  after  fhe  brought  the 
three  Pieces  to  me;  the  Wound  looked  clean, 
healed  up  in  a  Month’s  Time;  fhe  has  no 
Lamenefs,  walks  -well,  enjoys  good  Herjth, 
and  feels  no  more  Prickings,  or  Signs  of  any 
more  Pieces  of  Bone.  Two  of  the  Exfolia¬ 
tions  are  each  two  Inches  and  a  half  long,  and 
one  Inch  broad;  the  other  two  Inches  long, 
three  quarters  of  an  Inch  broad;  weighing  al¬ 
together  a  quarter  of  an  Ounce.  Some  Parts 
looked  black  and  fome  white,  and  as  if  Worm- 
eaten.  The  Whole,  when  laid  together,  mea- 
fured  feven  Inches.  Note ,  Elder  Ointment  is 
made  in  the  Spring,  by  boiling  the  young  Leaves 
in  Mutton  Suet  till  the  Moifture  is  wafted,  or 
in  Pork  Lard.  To  make  it  ftrong,  add  the 
fame  Quantity  of  Leaves  as  before,  after  ftrain- 
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tog  the  firft  Leaves  from  the  Liquor,  and  repeat 
this  three  Times,  In  Winter,  when  no  Leaves, 
take  the  tender  Bark  of  the  laft  Summer’s  Shoot, 
fcrape  and  boil  them  as  above,  and  keep  them 
tor  Ufe. 


CASE  VII. 

Robert  Rujss  aged  twenty- three,  Son  of  Mr. 
James  Rufs,  Quarte r-mafter  of  Sir  Robert  Rich's 
Dragoons,  was  quartered  at  Chelmsford ,  in 
Ejjex :  He  was  bit  by  a  Monkey  on  the  left 
Side  of  the  Neck;  it  was  fore,  he  had  many 
Icrophulous  Swellings  appeared  under  his  Chin 
and,  round  about  the  Neck,  hard,  and  oftentimes 
very  painful,  and  many  fmall  Puftules  breaking 
out  like  a  Lit  Humour  in  many  Parts,  1  gave 
him  the  Vervain  Root  to  v  ear  about  his  Neck, 
and  ordered  him  a  gentle  Purge  of  j  allap,  in 
thin  Milk  once  a  Week;  the  other  fix  Days  to 
take  a  Dram  of  Antimony  finely  powdered,  or 
levigated,  mixed  with  the  fame  Quantity  of  r 
Loaf  Sugar,  beat  fine,  to  walk  it  down  with  a 
quarter  of  a  Pint  of  Ground-ivy  Tea,  to  con¬ 
tinue  this  Courfe  fix  Months,  and  to  ufe  Vervain 
Ointment  to  the  Sores,  An  Acquaintance  of 
Ms,  whom  he  recommended  to  my  Care,  allures 
me  he  toM  Mm  he  had  the  Happinefs  of  being 
perfectly  cured,  by  God’s  Affiftance,  and  de¬ 
clares,  no  other  Remedy  he  had  ever  uled, 
fed  any  effedt,  but  mine.—"  This  was  feveral 
'Years  after  die  Cure. 
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CASE  YIIL 

John  Butcher ,  of  Booking ,  in  EJTex,  Bay- 
Weaver,  aged  Thirty.  He  firft  felt  a  dafhing 
Pain  ftrike  fuddenly  into  the  lower  Joint  of 
the  fore  Finger  of  his  right  Hand;  and  in  about 
a  Mon»h,  all  the  other  Fingers  and  Thumb 
were  affeCted  in  the  fame  Manner;  and  fo  con¬ 
tracted  that  he  could  not  ftir  them  even  with 
the  other  Hand,  without  great  pain.  No  difco- 
louration,  or  any  perceivable  T  umour,  Swelling, 
or  preternatural  Heat,  to  the  Touch  of  himfelf 
or  others.  ThL  Man  1  reftored  to  the  full  Ufe 
of  his  Hand,  Fingers,  and  Thumb,  by  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Method;  I  gave  him  a  Root;  ordered  a 
Purge  of  Rofe  Leaves,  boiled  in  Whey,  once  a 
Week;  directed  him  to  boil  Cabbage  Leaves 
bruifed  in  Water;  bathe  his  Hand  in  the  warm 
Liquor,  Morning  and  Night,  for  half  an  Hour 
at  a  Time,  and  to  rub  all  the  Joints,  after  bath¬ 
ing,  with  the  Vervain  Ointment.  This  Man 
had  feveral  Relations  troubled  with  the  Evil :  I 
therefore  treated  him  as  a  fcrophulated  Patient, 
and  cured  him  in  two  Months.  He  was  dif- 
charged  from  the  EJJex  Militia,  as  unfit,  but 
after  the  Cure  admitted  again. 

CASE  IX. 

Robert  London,  Son  of  Robert  London,  of 
Bradfeid  Comhurft,  in  Suffolk,  aged  thirty-two, 
had  a  fever  which  held  about  a  Week.  Three 
Months  a  ter,  thirteen  Tumou.s  rofe  sbout  the 
Legs,  thighs,  and  buttocks,  had  been  all  open- 
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ed  by  a  Surgeon,  and  difcharged  fo  violently, 
that  he  was  reduced  to  a  mere  Skeleton.  He 
was  brought  to  me  in  a  Cart,  with  a  Bed  in  it, 
being  unable  to  move  Hand  or  Foot,  or  to  be 
moved  without  great  Trouble.  I  went  to  the 
Cart,  he  looked  like  a  dead  Corpfe ;  his  Stomach 
was  gone,  and  his  Vifage  very  ghaftly.  This 
Man’s  Sores  were  all  tented,  which  I  oidered  to 
be  pulled  out,  all  the  D  re  flings  to  be  laid  allde } 
all  the  Sores  to  be  gently  fyringed  twice  a  Day, 
with  a  ftrong  Decoftion  of  Hemlock,  milk-warm, 
dry  Lint  to  be  applied,  ami  left  it  fliould  ftick, 
Eider  Ointment  fpread  on  a  Rag  oyer  all.  I 
moreover  ordered  him  daily  half  a  dram  of  An¬ 
timony,  finely  powdered,  with  an  equal  Quan¬ 
tity  of  Loaf  Sugar,  and  to  walli  it  down  with 
Ground-ivy  Tea.  I  alfo  put  a  Root  about  his 
Neck.  In  three  Weeks  Time  his  Stomach  re¬ 
turned  ;  his  Sores  began  to  heal and  in  two' 
Months  the  Surgeon  wrote  he  was  quite  well. 
This  by  many  is  called  the  Running  Evil. 

CASE  X. 

Sufan  Ottley ,  of  Backing,  in  Effex,  fingle 
Woman,  aged  twenty-fix,  came  to  me  with 
almoft  numberlefs  Ulcers  and  fungous  fcabby 
Excrefcences  from  the  Top  of  the  right  Shoul¬ 
der,  down  below  the  Nipple  of  the  right  Bread, 
all  Hollow  like  a  Honey-comb.  She  had  a  deep 
Ulcer  on  the  infide  of  the  Arm,  near  the  right 
Arm-pit,  one  near  her  Shoulder,  one  withinfide 
the  Arm  about  three  Inches  above  the  Elbow,  and 
one  almoft  under  the  right  Buttock,  bad  Stomach, 
bad  Health  and  Complexion,  had  this  Difeafe 
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hereditary,  and  had  one  Sifcer  died  of  it;  another 
had  it  in  her  Eyes,  of  which  I  cured  her.  This 
Perfon  came  and  lived  near  me,  fo  that  I  faw 
her  once  in  eight  or  ten  Days,  and  I  effected 
the  Cure  in  the  following  Manner:  I  firft  gave 
her  a  Root,  and  applied  a  Plaifter  of  Sperma¬ 
ceti  and  Sallad  Oil,  to  the  Scabs  on  the  Shoul¬ 
der,  Neck,  and  Breaft,  which  made  them  fall 
off;  afterwards  I  applied  the  Black  Plaifter,  as 
in  Cafe  V.  which  being  changed  and  renewed 
as  Occafion  required,  at  length  healed  up  all 
the  Sores.  All  the  Time  of  her  Cure,  I  gave 
her  daily  a  Dram  of  Antimony  finely  powdered, 
mixed  with  half  a  Dram  of  Loaf  Sugar,  and 
to  drink  a  Cup  full  of  Ground-ivy  Tea  after  it. 
Jf  it  gave  more  than  two  Stools  in  twenty-four 
Hours,  I  leftened  the  Dofe,  and  fometimes  in- 
creafed  it,  as  I  found  her  Body  in  order;  I  con¬ 
tinued  this  Courfe  many  Months:  all  her  Sores 
are  now  well,  fire  has  a  good  Stomach,  a  heal¬ 
thy  florid  Countenance,  and  fo  likely  to  con¬ 
tinue.  I  advifed  to  purge  gently  every  Spring 
and  Fall,  with  Jallap  three  or  four  Times,.  She 
has  fince  married,  and  had  one  Child. 

CASE  XI. 

Mary  Bingham ,  Wife  of  Adam  Binghamy 
Hulbandman,  of  Crejfing ,  lately  living  at  Pa~ 
tijwick ,  in  Ejfex,  aged  twenty-eight,  was  led 
to  me,  having  been  totally  blind  for  twelve 
Months.  Both  Eyes  looked  as  almoft  covered 
over  with  Cobwebs,  of  a  dead  leaden  Colour, 
run  much  fcalding  Water,  mixed  with  a  white 
thick  Matter  from  the  Corners  of  her  Eyes, 
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and  almofl  continually  daflfing  Pains  about  her 
Forehead,  with  many  fcrophulous  Breakings- 
out,  about  the  Corners  of  her  Mouth,  and  fe- 
veral  other  Places.  I  gave  her  a  Root  of  Ver¬ 
vain  to  wear  about  her  Neck,  ordered  he  to 
purge  once  a  Week,  with  dried  Damalk  Rofe- 
Leaves  boiled  in  whey;  gave  her  a  Phial  of 
diftilled  Vervain  Water;  to  drop  five  or  fix 
Drops  cold  into  each  Eye,  four  or  five  Times 
a  Day,  and  to  wafh  them  every  Morning  with 
the  coldefl  Spring  Water.  Note,  the  Ver¬ 
vain  Water  muft  be  diftilled  in  a  cold  Still,  like 
Rofe  Water.  This  Method,  in  a  few  Months, 
reftored  her  Sight,  fo  that  fire  could  now  fee  to 
fipin,  and  do  any  common  Work.  Three  Years 
after  fhe  fhewed  me  her  right  Bread:  very  hard 
and  full  of  Pain;  this  I  judged  to  proceed  from 
the  old  Complaint,  for  want  of  pioper  Care. 
I  ordered  her  to  poultice  it  with  half  white 
Nettle  Leaves,  and  half  Elder  Leaves,  warm. 
Morning  and  Night,  which  reftored  her  Bread: 
to  be  as  well  as  the  other.  This  Cafe  fhews 
this  Diforder  is  fubjedt  to  return,  without  due 
Care  and  Caution. 

CASE  XII. 

Eleanor  Buhner e,  kept  the  Golden  Lion ,  in 
Newmarket ,  Suffolk,  aged  fifty-five,  had  a  violent 
Rafir  came  out  ail  over  her,  then  fell  into  the  left 
Leg,  and  produced  a  large,  foul,  deep,  {linking 
Ulcer,  almofl:  all  round  the  fmall  ot  her  Leg, 
five  or  fix  Inches  long;  the  Mufcles  that  ferved 
to  bend  the  great  Toe  and  Foot  upwards,  bare 
and  dry  as  a  Horn,  an  Inch  or  more  in  length. 
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and  grown  about  with  much  proud  Fleih, 
This  Woman  had  not  been  able  to  ftir  off  her 
Couch  for  a  Year  and  a  HalG  without  great 
Difficulty,  and  two  Stilts  under  her  Arms. 
A  great  Phyfician  told  her,  if  ffie  went  to  an 
Hofpital,  the  Ulcer  might  be  healed  in  two 
Months,  but  in  all  probability  it  would  kill  her. 
Living  at  Newmarket ,  feveral  Phyficians  faw 
her  after  I  took  her  in  Hand.  The  Mufcle  of 
her  I  eg  is  rotted  out,  fo  that  fhe  cannot  bend 
her  Foot  upwards,  and  muft  always  go  limping. 
She  goes  about  her  Houfe  without  Crutches, 
but  now  and  then  ufes  an  under-hand  Staff,  ef- 
pecially  up  Heps.  The  Ulcer  is  now  very  clean, 
and  not  above  the  bignefs  of  Haifa  Crown,  the 
Woman  is  in  good  Health  and  Spirits,  and  able 
to  manage  her  Houfe  herfelf,  having  fince  I 
firft  faw  her,  loft  her  Hulband.  I  gave  her  a 
Root,  judging  the  Cafe  fcrophulous,  and  ordered 
the  Ulcer  to  be  cleanfed  twice  a  Day  from  its 
Filth  with  a  Deco&ion  of  Hemlock,  and  then 
to  apply  the  Herb  bruifed  with  Pork  1  ard  and 
fine  Oatmeal,  warm  as  a  Poultice,  frelh  twice 
a  Day,  as  long  as  wanted,  and  at  the  fame  Time 
to  ufe  the  following  Diet  Drink,  to  wit,  take 
Senna  four  Ounces ;  of  fnarp  pointed  Dock 
Root,  half  a  Pound ;  great  Water  Dock  Root, 
half  a  Pound;  Polypody  Roots,  half  a  Pound; 
all  fliced  very  thin ;  crude  Antimony  grofiy 
powdered,  one  Pound,  and  tied  up  in  a  Rag : 
boil  all  in  three  Gallons  of  fweet-wort,  till  one 
Gallon  is  wafted;  ftrain  it  wffien  cooi  enough; 
work  it  with  a  fpoonful  of  Yeaft;  and  white 
Nettles,  Green  Broom,  and  Ground-ivy,  of 

B  4  each 
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each  bruifed  a  Handful ;  let  all  work  together; 
when  done,  detain  and  bottle  up  clofe  for  Ufe. 
Of  this  Liquor  fhe  drank  a  Coffee-cup  full 
Morning  and  Night,  and  was  to  encreafe  or 
leffen  the  Dofe  as  it  opperated ;  two  Motions  in 
Twentv-four  Hours  are  fufficient,  fhe  found  great 
Benefit  by  it.  She  was  alfo  to  anoint  her  Leg 
round  the  Ulcer  with  Elder  Ointment.  As  the 
Ulcer  is  now  brought  to  a  good  Condition  and 
fmall  Compafs,  1  think  it  much  better  for  her 
Health,  at  her  Time  of  Life,  that  it  continue 
open,  rather  than  heal  it  quite  up.  Note ,  It  is 
beft  in  Summer  Time  to  make  but  half  the 
Quantity  of  Diet  Drink  at  once,  left  it  turn  four 
and  vomitive;  it  muft  be  then  thrown  away, 
and  frefh  made.  I  cured  her  Son  of  the  Evil 
in  his  Eyes  at  the  fame  Time ;  and  in  the 
Manner  as  related  in  Cafe  II. 

CASE  XIII. 

John  Nichols,  Son  of  Zachariah  Nichols 3 
Miller,  of  Little  Afhen ,  near  D unmow ,  in  EJJex, 
aged  feven,  had  a  Scrophulous  Swelling  on  the 
great  Toe  of  the  left  Foot;  feveral  fmall  run¬ 
ning  Ulcers  on  the  fame,  which  difcharged  a 
thin,  corroftve,  watery  Humour,  for  half  a  Year, 
and  the  Evil  a  little  in  the  left  Eye.  I  gave  this 
Child  a  fmall  Root;  ordered  Syrup  of  Rofes  and 
Manna,  equal  Farts,  in  thin  Milk  once  a  Week, 
for  a  gentle  Purge;  to  wafh  his  eyes  with 
the  coldeft  Spring  Water,  every  Day,  and  a 
Cataplafm  of  a  Garden  Snail  out  of  a  Shell, 
beat  to  a  Mafti,  with  the  fame  Quantity  of 
Garden  Parfley,  applied  to  the  Toe,  rrefh  twice 
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in  twenty-four  Hours ;  this  perfedly  cured  the 
Diforder  in  three  Months. 

CASE  XIV. 

Matthew  By  ford,  fon  of  Abel  By  ford,  of 
Little  Stamford,  in  EJfex,  aged  eighteen,  had 
a  large  Tumour  arofe  on  the  upper  Part  of  his 
left  Thigh,  which  had  become  an  Ulcer,  and 
run  much  thick  Matter.  An  Inch  above  the 
Ulcer  was  a  red  inflammatory  Swelling,  which 
feemed  to  communicate  with  the  Ulcer.  I  gave 
him  a  Root,  and  ordered  to  Purge  once  a  Week, 
with  equal  Parts  of  Manna  and  Syrup  of  Rofes, 
difiolved  in  Cheefe  Whey,  for  two  Months,  and 
to  injecfb  a  Decodion  of  Hemlock  into  the  run¬ 
ping  Ulcer ;  then  to  apply  a  Poultice  of  half 
white  Nettle  Leaves,  by  fome  called  Arch¬ 
angels,  and  half  Elder  Leaves,  beat  into  a  Mafh, 
with  a  little  Pork  Lard  and  fine  Oatmeal,  frefli 
and  warm  twice  a  Day,  over  both  Ulcer  and 
Tumour.  In  three  Months  a  perfed  Cure  was 
made. 

CASE  XV. 

Elizabeth  Golden,  Wife  of  John  Golden ,  of 
Water  Beauchamp,  in  EJj'ex,  Hufbandman,  had 
a  moft  violent  hot  fait  Humour  in  her  left  Les, 
which  broke  into  almofi:  Numberlefs  Water- 
Bladders  ;  itched  much,  was  greatly  inflamed, 
and  the  Flefli  hardened;  the  Infide  of  her 
Thigh  on  the  fame  Side  began  to  be  affeded  in 
the  like  Manner.  I  advifed  her  to  drink  half  a 
Pint  of  Tea,  made  with  the  common  red 

Dock 
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Dock  Rook,  fliced  thin,  Morning  and  Night,  or 
boiled  in  Cheefe  Whey;  then  to  wafli  her  Leg 
and  Thigh  all  over  with  an  Infufion  of  green 
Hemlock  Leaves,  and  to  anoint  the  fame  with 
Elder  Ointment ;  in  three  Months  Ihe  came  to 
me  almoft  well,  but  complained  of  a  Coldnefs 
at  her  Stomach,  for  which  I  ordered  a  gentle 
Purge  of  j  allap,  with  a  little  grated  Ginger  once 
a  W  eek.  About  two  Months  after  fhe  came  to 
thank  me,  being  quite  free  of  her  Complaints. 
Note ,  No  Root  prefcribed,  as  I  thought  ft  more 
fcorbutic  than  fcrophulous. 

CASE  XVI. 

Edward  Howlet ,  of  Burnham ,  EJJex,  Huf- 
bandman,  aged  Thirty,  had  a  Tumour  that  ap¬ 
peared  and  difappeared  at  Times  near  the  right 
jugular,  for  a  Year;  afterwards  it  fwelled  as 
large  as  a  Halfpenny  Loaf,  then  was  poulticed 
by  a  Surgeon’s  Direftion,  but  it  did  neither  fup- 
purate  or  difperfe,  but  was  opened :  fome  Part 
cut  awray,  and  difcharged  a  little  thick  bloody 
Matter.  It  had  been  cut  eleven  Times,  as  fait 
as  the  Fungous  kept  growing,  and  difcharged 
much  of  the  fame  Sort  of  Matter.  When  he 
came  to  me  the  Fungous  was  large  and  flat, 
with  thick  Edges  like  a  Cake  laid  on  the  Parc, 
the  Edges  were  ulcerated,  it  was  three  Inches 
in  Diameter,  and  one  Inch  thick,  the  Man  well 
in  every  other  Refpect:  As  I  apprehended  this 
to  be  a  fcrophulous  Cafe,  I  gave  him  a  Root  to 
wear  at  his  Stomach,  ordered  to  purge  gently 
twice  a  Week  with  Damafk  Rofe  1  .eaves  boiled 
in  Cheefe  Whey,  to  apply  Slips  of  Black  Plaifter 
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as  in  Cafe  V.  to  the  Ulcers  round  the  Edge 
of  the  Fungous,  and  over  all  the  Hemlock 
Leaves  bruifed  and  very  hot  twice  a  Day.  Fie 
was  in  a  Month's  Time  mended ;  in  three  Months 
the  Fungous  was  almoft  waded ;  and  fome 
Months  after  he  came  to  fnew  me  he  was  quite 
well,  not  the  lead  Remains  of  the  Fungous  or 
any  Ulcer,  but  the  Neck  fmooch  and  even, 
and  no  Complaint  whatever. 

CASE  XVII. 

Elizabeth  Hart,  Daughter  of  'Eh  cm  os  Earty 
of  Roy  is  Colne  E/.  ex,  tiulbandm-.n,  aged 
twenty,  had  a  Swelling  on  :he  w  md-pipe, 
which  compreft  it  fo  much  as  to  caule  a  great 
Diff  culty  in  (wallowing ;  her  Throat  very  fore 
withiidide,  bad  been  increasing  two  Tears,  her 
Lipb  often  cracked  and  bled  I  gave  her  a  Root, 
dirvdkd  to  purge  gently  often,  with  Syrup  of 
Roles  and  Manna  in  Chee.e  Whey,  or  thih 
Milk,  and  to  apply  a  Poultice  o  a  Garden 
Snail  and  Parily  bruifed,  belli  Morning  and 
^Evening;  this  produced  many  fmali  Pin  pies, 
which  difcharged  fome  little  watery  Matter,  tl.ea 
difappearad,  and  others  in  like  Manner  luc- 
ceeded,  until  all  the  Humour  was  difcharged, 
and  the  Swelling  quite  gone.  1  moreover  ordered 
her  to  bruife  eight  or  ten  Millepedes  cr  Sow- 
bugs,  make  them  into  a  Pill  with  frelh  Butter, 
ana  gcirg  to  reft  to  let  it  lay  at  the  Foot  of 
her  Tongue,  fo  as  to  melt  gradually,  ti  l  the 
Sorenefs  v.ithinfide  tire  T1  soat  was  no  more. 
Thefe  Methods  in  three  Mouths  removed  ad 
,her  Complaints. 


CASE 
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CASE  XVIir. 


JoJepl:  Traylin,  of  Topperfield ,  in  Ejfex-, 
Cooper,  aged  forty,  had  feveral  Tumours  and 
Ulcers  on  the  Back  of  his  right  Hand,  which 
rendered  it  ufelefs,  and  fome  final!  Swellings 
about  the  Groin  and  Arm-pits :  has  the  Evil 
ftrong  in  the  Family,  found  no  Help  from  the 
Surgeon,  fo  came  to  me ;  I  gave  him  a  Root, 
and  ordered  to  purge  weekly,  for  fix  Weeks, 
with  Damafk  Rofe  Leaves  boiled  in  Whey, 
fweetened  with  Manna,  and  to  apply  a  Poultice 
of  white  Nettle  Leaves  beat  to  a  Mafh,  with  a 
little  Pork  Lard,  and  fine  Oatmeal  frefh  and 
warm  twice  a  Day  to  the  Back  of  the  Hand ;  in 
a  Week  he  found  great  Benefit,  and  in  a  Fort¬ 
night  more,  the  Swellings  on  the  Hand  were  all 
down  and  well ;  he  came  about  two  Months 
after,  his  Hand  quite  firm  and  well,  and  all  his 
other  Complaints  gone. 

CASE  XIX, 

Mary  Tyler,  Wife  of  William  Tyler ,  of  Hal- 
Jlead,  Hufbandman,  aged  thirty-fix,  had  the 
Evil  breaking  out  all  over  her  at  Times,  for 
many  Years.  When  fine  came  to  me,  had 
both  Lips  monftroufiy  fwelled,  and  her  Mouth 
fo  very  fore,  that  it  v/as  painful  for  her  to  get 
her  Victuals  into  it,  her  Nofe  fwelled,  and  all 
the  lower  Part  of  her  Face  and  Chin  almoft:  one 
entire  Scab,  with  many  fcrophulous  Breakings- 
out  of  the  fame  Kind  on  both  Legs  and  Arms, 
which  were  all  very  much  inflamed.  I  gave 

her 
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her  a  Root,  and  ordered  gentle  Jalap  Purges 
twice  a  Week;  and  for  conftant  Drink  a 
Handful  of  Ground-ivy  Leaves,  and  about  an 
Ounce  of  common  red  Dock  Root,  diced 
thin,  and  boiled  in  two  Quarts  of  Water  co¬ 
vered,  till  a  Pint  is  boiled  away,  drained  and 
kept  for  Drink  the  next  Day;  and  fo  condantly, 
except  die  purged:  the  Mouth  to  be  wafhed 
twice  a  Day  with  an  Infufion  of  green  Hemlock 
Leaves,  and  all  the  Scabs  on  the  Face,  Legs 
and  Arms,  or  other  Places  likewife  :  but  to  be 
careful  lhe  fwallowed  none,  or  touched  her  Eyes ; 
then  to  anoint  with  the  Elder  Ointment.  As 
lhe  lived  near  me,  I  faw  her  frequently,  and 
fometimes  found  it  proper  to  add  half  Elemlock 
Ointment  to  the  other,  that  is  made  by  boiling 
the  green  Leaves  of  Hemlock,  bruifed  in  Hog’s 
Lard,  and  drained ;  if  it  wants  to  be  dronger, 
boil  the  fame  Quantity  of  Hemlock  Leaves  in 
the  fame  Liquor  two  or  three  Times.  She  is 
now  well,  and  her  Face  clean  and  fmooth,  and 
no  fcrophulous  Symptoms.  Note,  All  Oint¬ 
ments  diould  be  boiled  in  earthen  Pots ;  for 
Metal  is  corrofive. 

CASE  XX. 

The  next  Cafe  I  diall  give  as  drawn  up  by 
the  Patient  himfelf. 

I,  John  Hickman ,  Gardener  to  the  Right  Ho¬ 
nourable  Lady  Bateman ,  at  Teldham ,  in  EJJex, 
aged  fifty  Years ;  fome  Months  fince,  having  a 
violent  rheumatic  Pain  druck  into  my  right 
Arm  and  Hand,  with  great  Weaknefs,  my 
Hand  grew  very  thick,  and  my  Fingers  dood 

out 
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out  ft  iff  and  immoveable,  and  quite  ufeiefs,  that 
I  could  not  lift  my  Hand  to  my  Hea-d,  nor  take 
up  an  Ounce  Weight  off  the  Table  with  it;  the 
Tlefh  nittcd  much,  without  Heat  or  Difcolour- 
ation.  1  had  a' final!  Ulcer  on  the  Wrift,  near 
my  Hand.  1  was  advifed,  and  had  a  Letter  of 
Recommend  Ton  to  the  mod  eminent  Surgeons 
in  tendon ,  to  whom  \  applied  without  any  Suc- 
cefs  After  1  came  home  I  was  advifed  to  ap¬ 
ply  ro  Mr.  Morley :  and  tmee  Weeks  after  I- 
had  been  with  him,  I  could  ftir  my  Fingers, 
and  in  ten  Weeks  Time  the  Swelling  of.  my 
Hand  was  wholly  gone,  the  Ulcer  is  entirely 
healed,  and  now  by  the  blefling  of  God,  I  can 
ufe  my  Hand,  and  do  my  Work  as  u.ual,  and 
was  never  in  a  better  State  of  Health  in  my 
Life ;  as  Wit  neb  my  Hand,

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CASE  XXL 

A  young  Gentleman  in  London ,  aged  twenty^ 
fix,  falling  down  on  both  Knees,  caufed  a  white 
lymphatic  Swelling  on  his  right  Knee,  nowich- 
ftanding  the  following  Means  had  been  ufed, 
as  he  himfelf  told  me,  without  Effect.  Firft, 
the  Knee  was  treated  as  a  common  Bruife,  and 
rubbed  with  Gils ;  afterwards  poulticed  with 
white  Bread  and  Milk  and  Leys  of  Beer,  near 
a  Month:  then  fomented  with  an  Infufion  of 
Camomile 5  next  a  Blitter,  run  but  little;  then 
Leeches  applied  twice,  fix  at  a  1  ime ;  was  at 
Bath ,  afterwards  at  Southampton,  went  through 
the  ufual  Methods  at  both  Places;  after  all  no¬ 
thing  touched  die  Swelling.  He  had  aifo  a 
mott  fcrcphulous  Tumour,  red  and  inflamed, 
on  the  Point  of  the  Ereaft  Bone.  1  gave  this 
Gentlemen  a  Vervain  Root,  ordered  fome  gen¬ 
tle  Phyfic  once  a  Week,  and  to  foment  the 
Knee  with  a  Decodticn  of  green  Hemlock  Leaves 
Morning  and  Night,  for  half  an  Hour  at  a 
Time,  warm,  and  afterwards  to  apply  the 
Herb  bruifed  all  over  the  Knee,  and  to  lace 
it  on  with  a  Knee-piece.  Some  Months  after, 
he  wrote  to  me  as  follows ;  £  I  am  fure  all  the

CASE 
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CASE  XXII. 

A  little  Girl  in  London ,  four  Years  old,  had 
a  fcrophulous  Ulcer  on  each  Arm:  both  had 
been  dried  up  by  the  Ufe  of  the  Bark,  by  Or¬ 
der  ofoneof'the  principal  Phyficians  in  London. 
Soon  after  broke  out  deep  L  leers  in  the  calf 
of  each  Leg ;  thofe  were  cured  by  fome  gentle 
Phyfic  and  a  Vervain  Root  at  the  Stomach. 
Some  Time  after,  neglecting  to  wear  the  R.oot 
as  directed,  the  Humour  fell  into  both  her 
Eyes,  which  was  foon  removed  by  a  frefh  Ver¬ 
vain  Root.  I  have  had  very  frequent  Inftances 
of  People  leaving  off  or  loofing  their  Roots, 
thinking  them  very  infignificant,  the  Difeale 
has  returned ;  but  by  Application  of  frefh  Roots, 
their  Complaints  have  again  difappeared:  In 
fome  People  this  lias  been  the  Cafe  three  or  four 
Times.  Thefe  are  certainly  convincing  Proofs 
of  the  great  Efficacy  of  the  Vervain  Root,  jit 
fcrophulous  Complaints. 

CASE  XXIII. 

A  Lady  in  Norfolk ,  about  twenty-five,  had 
a  lage  fcrophulous  Tumour  near  the  left  Ancle, 
and  prickling  dafhing  Pains  in  her  Joints.  When 
I  firft  faw  her,  fhe  bathed  daily  in  fait  Water; 
which  had  fo  fwelled  and  inflamed  her  Leg,  fhe 
could  hardly  Hand.  I  begged  her  to  leave  off 
bathing,  which  fhe  did;  in  forty-eight  Hours 
Ihe  found  eafe ;  and  in  fome  Months  after,  I 
had  a  Letter  from  her,  that  her  Complaints  were 
by  my  Directions  entirely  removed.  I  cured 
this  Lady  by  anointing  the  Tumour  with  the 
following  Ointment,  Pomatum  one  Ounce, 

Flour 
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Plour  of  Brimflone  one  Dram,  Salt  Prunella 
half  an  Ounce ;  this  foon  cooled  the  Inflamma¬ 
tion.  I  gave  her  a  Root,  and  ordered  a  gentle 
Phyfic.  This  Cafe  Ihews  the  bad  Effedts  of 
Salt  Water  Bathing,  in  fcrophulous  Diforders. 

CASE  XXIV. 

A  young  Lady  in  Norfolk ,  aged  twelve,  had 
a  fmooth  flattilh  Tumour  about  the  Bignefs  of 
Half  a  Crown,  gathering  above  the  Nipple  of 
the  left  break:  She  had  been  under  the  Care 
of  a  judicious  Phyflcian,  without  any  apparent 
Advantage.  I  gave  her  a  Vervain  Root,  and  or¬ 
dered  a  Pint  of  Milk  to  be  boiled  and  fweetened 
with  a  Table  Spoonful  of  clarified  Honey,  and 
taken  in  four  Parts;  in  the  Morning  falling,  at 
Eleven,  and  Four,  and  one  at  Bed-time;  taking 
thirty  or  forty  Millipedes  with  the  firlt  and  lall 
Draughts.  This  diflolved  the  Tumour  without 
any  Return. 

Names  in  this,  and  the  preceeding  Cafes,  as 
defired,  are  omitted. 

This  Eflay,  by  its  Bulk,  would  become  too 
collly  for  common  people,  fhould  I  have  Leave 
to  give  an  Account  of  all  thofe  whofe  Cures 
teftify  the  Succefs  of  my  Method.  However, 
as  what  will  cure  the  Poor,  whole  Welfare  I 
have  much  at  Heart,  will  alfo  the  Rich,  the 
Cafes  I  give  for  the  Poor  may  briefly  ferve  for 
the  Rich.  Unhappy  I  am  when  applied  to  in 
the  lall  Stage  of  the  Evil  and  Scrophulous  Dif- 
order,  after  repeated  and  unfuccefsful  Trials  by 
others:  yet  even  then  I  have  faved  both  Life 
and  Limbs.  I  lhall  mention  two  Cafes  more,

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to  fnew  the  good  Effects  of  Hemlock  in  Scro- 
phulous  Cafes. 

CASE  XXY. 

Peter  Raven,  of  Farles  Coin,  EJJex,  Labourer, 
aged  forty,  was  in  the  Workhoufe,  when  he  ap¬ 
plied  to  me,  and  gave  me  the  following  Ac¬ 
count:  £  Eight  Years  fmce  feveral  dafhing  Pains 
(  draft  into  his  right  Bread:,  which  in  an  Hour’s 
*  Time  fwelled  as  big  as  his  Fill,  without  any 
4  Strain  or  Hurt  that  he  remembers;  it  was 
4  poulticed  for  nine  Weeks  without  any  Effeft. 
4  The  Sinews  of  the  right  Arm  contrafted,  the 
4  Swelling  on  the  Bread:  kept  increafing  for 
4  Seven  Years,  and  was  bigger  than  his  Head; 
4  at  length  broke  of  itfelf,  and  difcharged  a 
4  Quart  or  two  of  white  thick  Matter;  and 
4  Numbers  of  other  Ulcers  appeared  all  over 
4  the  Bread:,  which  kept  running  near  a  Year. 
When  he  came  to  me  he  was  feemingly  in  a 
deep  Confumption,  with  a  very  bad  Cough, 
emaciated  to  a  great  Degree;  to  all  Appearance 
in  a  dying  Way,  and  fmelt  mod:  filthy:  I 
think  never  was  a  more  deplorable  Obi  eft.  I 
ordered  him  to  take  a  Dram  of  green  Hemlock 
Leaves,  frefli  every  Day,  bruife  and  boil  in  a 
Pint  and  a  half  of  Cheefe  Whey,  ftrain,  take 
one  Half  fading,  the  other  at  Night  going  to 
Red:,  wafhing  all  the  Sores  firdc  with  a  ftrong 
Infufion  of  Hemlock,  and  then  to  apply  Elder 
Ointment  on  a  Cloth  all  over  his  Bread;  he 
came  in  a  Fortnight’s  Time,  his  Cough  gone. 
Stomach  good.  Colour  returning,  and  dept 
well;  a  Month  after  I  added  half  Hemlock 
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Ointment  to  the  Elder  Ointment,  and  in  fome 
Months  completed  the  Cure.  He  is  now  out 
of  the  Workhoufe,  and  maintains  himfelf  by 
his  Labour;  is  married,  and  has  a  Child  lince 
his  Cure ;  no  other  Method  was  ufed.  Note, 
he  had  no  Vervain  Root.  This  Cure  mud:  be 
attributed  to  the  Hemlock  only. 

CASE  XXVI. 

f 

John  Newton ,  of  Halftead ,  EJfex,  Weaver, 
aged  thirty-eight,  a  little  before  he  came  to  me, 
had  a  Humour  broke  out  on  the  lower  Part  of 
the  Shin  of  his  left  Leg,  with  many  fmall 
Pimples  with  white  Heads,  afterwards  ran  clear 
Water  and  broke  out  into  a  large  deep  Ulcer,  fo 
that  the  Bone  was  vifible,  with  much  fungous 
Flelh  at  the  Bottom,  the  Leg  and  Foot  fwelled, 
pitted  much,  fo  very  lame  he  could  not  come 
to  my  Houfe,  a'  Mile  only,  except  on  Horde  - 
back.  I  ordered  him  gentle  Jallap  Purgatives, 
thrice  a  Week  at  firft,  then  twice,  then  once, 
as  he  mended,  and  directed  him  to  take  a 
large  Handful  of  green  Hemlock  Leaves  braid¬ 
ed,  put  into  an  empty  Firkin,  and  pour  a  Gal¬ 
lon  or  two  of  Water  from  a  Smith’s  Forge, 
fcalding  Hot,  on  them ;  then  put  his  Foot  and 
Leg  into  it,  as  deep  as  the  Veflel  would  admit; 
not  when  Raiding;  and  to  keep  it  in  the  Li¬ 
quor  Morning  and  Night  a  quarter  of  an  Hour 
at  a  Time.  Then  to  take  a  fredi  gathered  Car¬ 
rot,  wafh  and  rafp  it;  fqueeze  the  Juice  hard 
out  with  the  fingers,  warm  the  Rafpings  and 
fill  the  Ulcer  with  it,  quite  down  to  the  Bottom, 
and  a  little  above  the  Surface  of  the  Ulcer  and 
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Leg,  with  a  dry  Cloth  over  it,  bind  all  on  with 
a  Roller:  and  repeat  this  Dreffing  and  no 
other  after  foaking.  This  perfectly  cured  his 
Leg  in  ten  Weeks,  and  filled  the  Ulcer  with 
found  and  good  Flelh,  and  quite  fmcoth.  Note, 
no  Vervain  Root  was  ufed  here. 

CASE  XXVII. 

Aaron  Whijkey ,  of  Palftead,  Suffolk ,  Shoe- 
Maker,  aged  thirty-four,  applied  to  me  in 
June-,  1769.  After  a  Fever,  a  Sore  gathered 
near  the  Point  of  his  Back-bone.  By  poulticing 
it  broke  and  difcharged  for  a  confiderable  Time, 
a  thin  gleety  Matter,  from  a  very  fmall  Orifice. 
A  large  Swelling  came  on  the  left  Thigh,  was 
very  hard,  and  gave  great  Pain.  As  it  was 
thought  he  had  been  troubled  with  the  St.  An¬ 
thony’s  Fire,  it  was  conjedtured  it  had  fettled 
there.  Fie  was  greatly  emaciated.  I  recom¬ 
mended  a  Vervain  Root;  and  to  purge  gently 
with  'Tindlure  of  Jallap  made  in  Geneva,  once 
a  Week,  and  to  drink  of  the  following  De- 
codtion  the  other  Days.  Of  red  fharp-pointed 
Dock  Root,  diced  thin,  one  Ounce;  Sorrel 
Leaves,  bruiied,  thirty  or  forty  :  Pour  on  thefe  a 
Pint  of  Cheefe  Whey  boiling  hot ;  cover  clofe  : 
When  cool,  Rrain  it,  and  drink  it  Milk  warm, 
at  three  different  Times;  one  third  falling,  an¬ 
other  about  Eleven  o’Clock,  and  the  Remainder 
about  Five  in  the  Afternoon.  I  ordered  a  large 
Handful  of  Green  Hemlock  Leaves,  bruifed,  to 
be  applied  on  the  Thigh;  and  the  Wound  on 
the  Back  to  have  the  Plemlock  Infufion  injedted. 
Afterwards,  equal  Parts  of  Hemlock  and  Elder 
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Ointment,  made  with  Goofe  Fat,  Ip  read  on  Lint, 
to  be  laid  over  the  W ound,  and  dreffed  Morn¬ 
ing  and  Night.  The  ioth  of  Oftober  follow¬ 
ing  he  came  again  to  me;  his  Thigh  was 
greatly  fwelled,  and  there  leemed  to  be  a  Head, 
as  if  tending  to  break.  I  adviled  applying  a 
Plaifter  of  Shoe-Maker’s  Wax  to  it.  On  the 
Eighth  of  the  next  Month,  the  Sore  on  the 
Thigh  broke,  and  difcharged  at  one  Time, 
five  Quarts  of  thin  watery  Matter  like  Whey, 
and  the  Thigh  fubfided  to  its  former  Size.  It 
continued  difcharging  by  little  and  little  for  a 
confiderable  Time,  but  lefs  and  lefs  daily.  The 
3d  of  July,  1770,  he  came  to  my  Houfe,  and 
told  me  many  fmall  Pieces  of  Bone  came  from 
the  Sore  on  the  Back  Bone ;  but  that  it  was  then 
found  and  well,  and  his  Thigh  in  a  fair  Way 
of  Recovery.  The  6th  of  Auvuft,  1771,  he 
again  came  to  thank  me ;  and  clapping  his 
Hand  upon  his  Thigh  in  great  Spirits,  cried 
out,  4  as  found  as  a  Roach!’  He  came  to  me 
in  the  Spring,  1774,  and  has  been  found,  hearty 
and  well  ever  fince. 

CASE  XXVIII. 

A  worthy  Lady  fent  me  the  Cafe  of  a  Poor 
Woman,  which  I  fhall  give  nearly  in  her  own 
Words,  4  The  poor  Creature  is  now  about  fifty. 
4  Eight  Years  ago  fhe  lay  in;  at  the  End  of  the 
4  Month  was  feized  with  a  violent  Pain  in  her 
4  right  Leg,  juft  below  the  Calf.  A  fmall 
4  Pimple  arofe,  which  increafed  till  it  came  to 
4  a  real  Sore.  Many  Things  were  tried  to  no 
1  Purpofe  for  feveral  Years.  She  was  eight 
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£  Months  in  an  Hofpital,  and  difcharged  as  in- 

c  curable.  She  now  has  two  large  Holes, 
£  about  half  an  Inch  deep ;  the  Bottom  looks 
£  whitifh  with  black  Spots,  and  full  of  fmall 
‘  Holes :  the  Sides  are  of  a  very  dark  red  or 
c  rather  blackifh.  At  Times  they  are  extremely 
£  painful,  and  bleed  frequently.  The  upper 
£  Part  of  her  Leg  is  very  black  indeed,  and  ex- 

*  tremely  fwelled.  She  has  for  fome  Time 

‘  paft  applied  nothing  but  a  greafy  Rag  to 
{  her  Wounds.  She  is  miferablv  poor  indeed; 
c  having  nothing  for  her  livelihood  but  what  fhe 
c  can  get  by  picking  up  decayed  Wood  blown 
c  down  on  Enfield  Chace.  If  fhe  can  be  helped, 
£  it  would  be  a  great  B  Idling.’  So  farthe  Lady’s 
Letter. 

I  referred  her  to  follow  what  is  laid  down  in 
John  Newton’s  Cafe,  No.  XXVI.  in  my  EBay; 
only  adding  that  the  poor  Creature  fhould  fteep 
her  Leg  in  warm  Infufion  of  Hemlock  for  half 
an  Hour,  and  to  keep  it  warm  after  Beeping, 
left  fhe  fhould  take  Cold  :  the  more  Reft  fhe 
could  take  the  better.  In  lefs  than  four  Months 
the  Lady  called  on  me,  and  informed  me  this 
poor  Woman  was  quite  recovered,  and  in  a 
good  State  of  Plealth. 

CASE  XXIX. 

Michael  Najh,  a  Shepherd,  living  with  Mr. 
Guildford ,  at  Ha  It  on ,  near  W endover ,  Bucks ,  aged 
twenty-five,  begin  recommended  to  me  by  the 
Honourable  Lady  Rachael  /lujien,  of  North - 
Audtey  Street ,  London ,  the  10th  of  January , 
1771,  came  to  my  Houfe  for  Advice.  He  had

the  Black  Plaifter,  as  in  Cafe  V.  to  his  Sores. 
Lady  Auftin ,  in  a  Letter  to  her  Friend,  dated 
the  23d  of  Augufti  1771,  wrote  that  the  above- 
mentioned  poor  Man,  whom  fne  had  recom¬ 
mended  to  me,  was  perfedly  recovered,  and 
adds,  ‘  I  think  it  a  Miracle ;  for  he  was  almoft 
eat  up  (if  one  may  fay  fo)  with  the  Evil.’  This 
poor  Shepherd  fent  me  a  Letter  in  the  next 
Month  September ,  teftifying  his  Gratitude  and 
Thanks;  and  according  to  his  own  Words, 
*  that  he  was  right  well.’ 

I  mull  here  mention  that  I  have  received 
Thanks  from  many,  for  Cures  that  have  been 
effected  without  my  Advice  in  Perfon ;  only 
the  Perufal  of  my  Effay,  and  a  Heady  regular 
Obfervation  of  the  Rules  as  related  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  Cafes.

For  a  gentle  Purge  I  took  ten  Grains 
of  Jallap,  and  ten  Grains  of  Cream  of  Tartar, 
once  a  Week  :  and  the  other  fix  Days,  a  Dram 
of  Antimony  finely  powdered,  mixed  with  the 
fame  Quantity  of  Loaf  Sugar,  and  wafhed  it 
clown  with  a  Cup  of  Ground-ivy  Tea.  For  the 
Sore  I  made  a  ftrong  Infufion  of  green  Hem¬ 
lock  to  wafh  it  with  twice  a  Day ;  then  bathed 
my  knee  all  over  with  Vervain  Ointment:  then 
I  applied  dry  Lint,  and  left  it  fhoulcl  flick,  a 
Piaifter  of  Elder  Ointment  over  it.  In  two 
Months  I  found  great  Benefit;  and  in  eight 
Months  the  Sore  was  healed.  I  have  had  no 
Return,  now  three  Years  ago.

I  fhould  be  forry  if  the  Teftimony  of  the  Gen¬ 
tleman  who  enquired  at  Wymondham ,  added  to 
the  Man’s  own  Letters,  were  not  fufficient  to 
authenticate  the  Cafe,  and  the  Method  of  Cure. 
Be  that  as  it  may,  I  mult  here  remark,  that  hafty 
Amputations  are  too  often  pradtifed  to  the  irre¬ 
gular  lols  of  the  Patient,  his  Family,  and  the 
Community;  efpeciaily  if  a  poor  Perfon  The 
Rich  have  the  Means  to  advife  with  thofe  who 
profeffedly  undertake  to  cure  their  Diforders.  I 
do  not  wilh  to  take  from  any  Man  his  Emolu¬ 
ments  ;  but  I  repeat,  that  I  am  particularly  anx¬ 
ious  for  the  Poor.  Should  the  Knife  or  the 
conftant  Ufe  of  Cauftics,  make  Cripples,  I  pre¬ 
tend  not  to  fet  them  to  rights. 

CASE  XXXI. 

The  Right  Honorable  the  Countefs  of  March- 
tnont,  -out  of  her  great  Regard  to  the  Welfare 
of  the  Poor,  has  been  pleafed  to  inform  me  of 
a  very  great  Cure  done  in  Scotland ,  from  the 
Receipts  only  in  my  Efiay  on  fcrophulous  Dif¬ 
orders.  A  middle  Aged  Man,  by  Name  James 
Stuart,  had  in  Augujl  laft  a  Sore  on  his  Cheek, 
which  run  greatly,  and  his  Face  was  dreadfully 
fwelled,  the  Sore  was  quite  through  the  Cheek, 
had  been  long  ill  of  that  Complaint.

Mrs.  Brown  wras  a  fat  ludy  Woman,  aged 
twenty-feven.  About  a  Year  before  the  above 
Date,  a  large  Tumour  arole  in  her  right  Bread, 
and  gathered  in  nine  different  Places,  opened, 
dreffed,  and  tented  by  the  Surgeon,  and  dif- 
charg’ d  much :  but  that  being  thought  infuf- 
ficient  to  leflen  the  Bread,  two  Setons  were 
made  quite  through  the  Bread,  which  were  very 
large,  clofe  to  the  Ribs,  in  the  Form  of  a  Crofs, 
and  as  the  Silk  rotted  away,  through  the  viru¬ 
lence  of  the  Matter,  in  eight  or  ten  Days,  more 
Silk  was  put  in.  Four  Surgeons  met  to  take  off 
the  Bread;  and  told  her  if  it  was  not  taken 
off,  Ihe  could  not  live  till  Michaelmas  follow¬ 
ing;  as  her  Bread  would  Rot  oft'  in  a  Week  or 
two  if  not  cut  off.  This  was  the  State  of  the 
Bread  when  I  undertook  it.  The  30th  of 
November  following,  I  faw  Mrs.  Brown ;  all 
the  Ulcers  were  healed;  and  the  Bread  firm, 
and  herfelf  in  good  Health  and  Spirits,  without 
any  Complaints  whatever.  February  the  27th, 
1762,  fhe  was  with  me  again,  and  fhewed 
me  her  right  Bread,  found  and  firm,  but  told 
me  that  about  three  Weeks  before,  on  taking 
Cold,  fhe  felt  a  dafhing  Pain  in  her  left  Bread, 
which  fhe  fhewed  me ;  there  was  a  fmooth  foft 
Tumour  rifir.g  on  the  upper  Part,  about  the 

Nipple, 
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Nipple,  which  had  increafed  faff.  I  ordered 
her  proper  Remedies  for  this  new  Complaint. 
April  the  4th,  her  Kufoand  came  to  tell  me  the 
Tumour  was  broke  and  difcharged  in  federal 
Places  round  the  Nipple.  I  ordered  what  was 
proper,  and  September  the  6th  following,  her 
Hufoand  came  again ;  told  me  her  Bread:  had 
been  quite  well  for  two  Months;  was  in  good 
Health  and  Spirits;  no  Complaint  at  all;  and 
that  the  Day  before  he  came,  foe  was  delivered 
of  a  fine  Girl,  both  very  well.  1  faw  her  fome 
Days  after,  examined  her  right  Bread  which 
had  loft  the  Nipple,  all  continued  firm  and 
well;  and  alfo  her  left  Bread,  but  foe  had  no 
Milk  in  it,  and  no  complaint  Whatever.  Mrr» 
Brown  had  Twins  in  a  Year  after,  and  has  had 
feveral  other  Children :  Both  Breafts  continue 
well  and  firm,  and  the  laft  Lying-in  foe  had 
Milk  came  into  her  left  Breaft,  which  is  very 
extraordinary.  It  is  eafy  to  obferve  from  this 
Cafe,  that  taking  off  Mrs.  Brown  s  right  Breaft 
would  have  availed  nothing,  inafmuch  as  the 
left  Breaft  came  difordered  in  the  fame  Man¬ 
ner:  So  that  Amputations  are  of  little  Service, 
except  the  Conftitution  be  amended ;  then  there 
is  feldom  Occafion  for  the  Knife.  I  do  not 
mention  the  Method  I  ufed  in  Mrs.  Brown' s 
Cafe,  becaufe  they  are  beyond  common  Ma¬ 
nagement.  Mrs.  Brown  had  had  twenty-two 
Children,  Twins  the  laft  Time;  and  I  hear,  is 
with  Child  again,  (this  September ,  1775)  and 
continues  well  to  this  Day.  I  infert  the  two 
following  Cafes  to  foew  that  no  Age  is  exempt 
from  this  dreadful  Diforder.

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CASE  XXXlV. 

Samuel  Pain,  Son  of  Samuel  Pain ,  Weaver* 
in  Clare,  aforefaid,  was  brought  to  me  at  three 
Weeks  old,  he  was  born  with  a  large  Ulcer  on 
the  Back  of  his  left  Hand,  and  judged  to  be  the 
King’s  Evil  by  Mr.  Young,  a  Surgeon  of  that 
Place,  who  recommended  him  to  my  Care. 
This  Infant  was  cured  with  a  Root;  fome  Ver¬ 
vain  Water  to  cleanfe  the  Sore,  and  Vervain 
Ointment  on  a  Rag  to  the  Part.  The  Father 
fent  me  a  Letter  of  Thanks  for  making,  as  he 
expreffes  it  a  fafe  Cure  of  his  Child’s  Hand.  It 
is  evident  from  this  Cafe,  that  very  fimple,  gen¬ 
tle  Methods  are  often  very  efficacious  in  the 
Infancy  of  this  Difeafe. 

CASE  XXXV. 

The  next  Cafe  is  of  George  Hoggerhall,  aged 
Eighty-eight.  He  was  formerly  an  under  Gar¬ 
dener  to  Efquire  Hcneywood,  in  EJJex.  He  was 
a  remarkable  frefh  -  coloured  healthy  -  looking 
Man ;  and  fo  healthful  all  his  Life,  as  never  to 
take  one  Dofe  of  Phyfic.  In  the  Eighty-Iixth 
Year  of  his  Age,  the  Sight  of  both  Eyes  left 
him  at  once;  fince  which,  he  had  feveral 
fmall  fcrophulous  Tumours  broke  on  each  Side 
his  Neck,  difcharged  much,  and  feemed  to  be 
well  digefted.  His  Wife  came  with  him ;  they 
had  been  married  fifty  Years,  and  confirmed  the 
Account  of  his  Health.  I  gave  him  my  Affifl- 
ance,  and  ordered  him  to  call  on  me  when  he 
could.  Who  could  ever  have  thought  that  the 
King’s  Evil  ffiould  lie  fo  long  dormant  in  the 

D  "  Con- 
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Conftitution  of  fo  healthy  a  Perfon,  without  the 
leaft  Symptoms  until  the  Age  of  eighty-feven 
Years,  and  then  appear  in  its  genuine  Form  ? 
From  thefe  two  Instances  it  is  very  apparent, 
that  no  Age  is  exempt  from  its  Inveteracy. 

This  will  more  fully  appear  by  the  following 
Account  of  tv/o  thoufand  fcrophulous  Patients, 
who  have  applied  to  me ;  clafied  according  to 
their  refpeftive  Ages  and  Sexes.  I  have  now 
near  five  thoufand  Cafes  by  me,  of  Perfons  who 
have  applied  to  me  in  Scorbutic,  Scrophulous, 
and  Cancerous  Cafes,  during  more  than  twenty 
Years  Practice,  but  I  thought  the  following 
Number  fufficient  to  illuftrate  this  Efifay.

From  this  Account,  the  Females  exceeded 
the  Males  more  than  three  to  two.  Hence  it 
may  be  concluded,  thefe  Perfons  are  greatly 
miftaken,  who  in  their  Writings  have  advanced^ 
that  Perfons  above  forty  Years  old  are  rarely,  if 
ever  affli&ed  with  the  Scrophula,  as  alfo  the 
too  common  Opinion  of  Children  outgrowing 
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the  Diforder.  Both  thefe  Notions  tend  to  make 
People  negled  proper  Care  until  the  Difeafe  has 
taken  too  fall  a  Hold  to  be  overcome. 

CASE  XXXVI. 

John  Tn’Js,  Taylor,  No.  3,  B  unhill  Rozv, 
London ,  aged  thirty -feven,  had  a  violent  uni- 
verfal  Scorbutic  Scrophula,  with  a  Tumour  un¬ 
der  the  left  Jaw  Bone,  one  near  the  right  Ear, 
a  Swelling  under  the  left  Arm-pit,  with  many 
Leprofy-like  Eruptions,  as  large  as  Half-crowns* 
in  many  Parts.  I  gave  him  a  Vervain  Root, 
and  advifed  him  to  take  ten  Grains  of  Jalap,  and 
ten  Grains  of  Cream  of  Tartar,  once  a  Week, 
for  gentle  Purgation,  and  the  other  fix  Days  a 
Dram  of  Crude  Antimony,  levigated,  mixed  with 
the  fame  Quantity  of  powdered  Loaf  Sugar,  and 
wafh  it  down  with  Ground-ivy  Tea;  I  ordered 
him  to  wafh  all  the  Eruptions  with  Infufion  of 
Hemlock,  and  the  Black  Plaifter  under  the 
Jaw-bone,  Ear,  and  fuch  like  Places.  Oftober 
12,  1772,  he  lent  me  a  Letter  of  Thanks,  that 
he  was  by  my  Advice,  and  the  Blelfing  of  God, 
perfectly  recovered  from  all  the  Diforders  he 
had  when  he  called  on  me. 

CASE  XXXVII. 

EJlher  Maxham ,  of  Fcxeartb ,  EJfex ,  aged 
twenty-feven ;  four  Months  fince,  fome  fcrophu- 
lous  Ulcers  withinfide  the  right  Hand,  near  the 
Roots  of  the  two  fmaller  Fingers,  and  feveral 
near  the  Joints  on  the  Backs  of  the  fame  Fin¬ 
ger:  The  Sinews  in  the  Palm  of  the  Hand, 
hard  and  contra&ed,  the  Corners  of  her  Mouth.

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fcabby.  She  had  a  Vervain  Root,  took  gentle 
Phyfic  to  keep  her  Body  open.  The  Hand  was  " 
poulticed  with  white  Nettles,  Mallows,  Goofe 
Fat,  and  fine  Oatmeal,  was  quite  well  in  two 
Months,  and  has  no  other  fcrophulous  Com¬ 
plaint  about  her. 

CASE  XXXVIII. 

fojeph  Trowls ,  of  Birch ,  in  EJfex ,  Labourer, 
aged  twenty-four,  fix  Months  fince,  a  Pain 
ftruck  into  the  left  Foot  and  Ancle,  were  both 
greatly  enlarged,  and  pitted  much  with  fome 
undigefted  Ulcers,  and  fome  had  thrown  off 
fmall  Pieces  of  fowl  Bones  from  both  Foot  and 
Heel.  The  Leg  was  to  have  been  cut  off.  I 
ordered  the  Vervain  Root  to  be  worn.  He 
purged  gently  once  a  Week,  with  Tincfture  of 
Jalap,  and  bathed  and  fteeped  all  the  Foot  and 
Ancle  with  a  ftrong  Infufion  of  Hemlock,  then 
applied  ftiff  Elder  Ointment,  on  Lint,  to  all 
the  Sores,  and  dreffed  all  twice  in  the  Day.  In  a 
Month  he  found  Benefit,  and  in  a  Year  and  a 
half  a  perfect  Cure,  is  now  hearty,  and  ftrong 
for  Labour,  with  his  Leg  on. 

CASE  XXXIX. 

The  Cafe  of  Mary  Sutton ,  aged  twenty- 
eight,  living  with  Mr.  Ran/on ,  at  North  Wal- 
Jhamy  in  Norfolk ;  as  fent  me  by  Mr.  Layman , 
an  eminent  Surgeon  there,  Auguft  20,  1767 , 
by  Mary  Sutton ,  the  Bearer,  who,  when  about 
eight  Years  old,  had  an  Abfcefs  on  the  left  Side, 
near  the  lower  Ribs,  which  was  healed  with 
great  Difficulty.  Three  or  four  Years  after 
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this.  Swellings  appeared  on  the  right  Side  of  the 
Neck,  and  under  the  Jaw;  fome  of  which  fup- 
purated,  and  as  one  healed  others  broke  out; 
lo  that  there  has  been  a  conftant  Difcharge  from 
one  or  other  of  thefe  AbfcefTes.  Though  there 
are  no  other  evident  Marks  of  a  Scrophula,  yet 
there  is  the  greateft  Reafon  to  believe  this  to  be 
fo ;  as  by  her  own  Account  both  Mother  and 
Grandmother  were  afflicted  with  the  fame 
Difeafe,  the  former  in  a  very  fevere  Manner. 
She  had  now  a  Tumour  under  her  Chin,  want¬ 
ed  digefting,  feemingly  healthy  otherwife.  I  gave 
her  a  Vervain  Root,  advifed  an  Ounce  of  red 
Dock  Root  diced  thin,  a  Pint  of  Cheefe  Whey 
poured  boiling  hot  over  it,  cover  up  clofe,  when 
cool,  drain,  and  drink  one  half  fading,  the  other 
at  Night,  daily,  to  keep  the  Body  in  good  Or¬ 
der;  a  Piece  of  Gum  Plaider,  frefh  once  in 
three  or  four  Days,  to  the  Tumour  under  the 
Chin.  She  foon  got  well.  Mr.  Ranfon  called 
On  me,  May  the  4th,  1772,  told  me  fhe  had 
had  no  Complaint  for  Years,  was  married,  and 
Pad  a  Child  or  two,  and  ail  in  perfect  Health, 
and  no  Complaint  whatever. 

CASE  XL. 

A  Gentlewoman  in  London ,  aged  Fifty-four, 
had  a  violent  fcrophulous  Diforder  in  both 
Eyes,  much  indamed,  run  clear  Water,  fo 
corrodve  as  to  fret  the  Skin  off  the  Cheeks, 
with  terrible  fmartings,  and  great  Pain  in  her 
Forehead ;  kept  in  a  dark  Room,  not  being 
able  to  bear  any  Light ;  and  had  been  often  dis¬ 
ordered  in  the  fame  Manner,  but  not  fo  bad  ;

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had  much  Advice  in  London  without  any 
Benefit.  Then  was  fent  to  Brighthelmjione , 
to  bathe,  and  drink  Salt-water,  fhe  returned 
in  a  Month  much  worfe,  Are  had  the  Scro- 
phula  in  her  Family.  I  gave  her  a  Vervain' 
Boot,  and  fome  Vervain  Eye-water  to  drop  a 
few  Drops,  often  in  the  Day,  into  each  Eye, 
and  advifed  a  gentle  Purgative,  but  no  Salts 
of  any  Kind.  In  three  or  four  Months  fhe  got 
very  well,  and  has  been  fo  many  Years. 

CASE  XLI. 

Elizabeth  Lurvey ,  of  Wortham ,  Suffolk-,  aged 
eight  Years.  Six  Weeks  after  a  Fever,  many 
fcrophulous  Ulcers  broke  out,  on  and  about 
the  left  Foot.  I  gave  her  a  Root,  ordered  ftewed 
prunes  and  Senna,  for  gentle  Phyfic,  and  all 
the  Ulcers  to  be  covered  with  a  thick  Poultice 
of  white  Nettles,  Pork  Lard,  and  Oatmeal, 
frefh  and  warm.  Morning  and  Night.

THESE  are  to  inform  you  that  my  Daugh¬ 
ter  Elizabeth  Lurvey,  mended  within  fix  Hours 
after  fhe  was  with  you,  and  fhe  is  now  perfectly 
cured  by  what  you  was  pleafed  to  order  for  her.

Two  Years  fince  a  Pain  on  the  right  Side  the 
Small  of  the  Back,  and  became  a  very  large 
Swelling,  opened  by  a  Surgeon,  and  difcharged 
much  ftringy  thickifh  Matter  for  Eight  Months, 
the  Ulcer  was  very  foul,  fo  came  to  me.

Spooner  Ruffe  1 ,  Son  of  Robert  Ruffe!,  of 
Burnham  Deep  dale,  in  N erf  oik,  Butcher,  aged 
three  Years  and  a  Half,  had  a  violent  fcor- 
butic  Scrophula.  His  Head  and  Body  all  over 
Scabs,  run  much  clear  Water,  feeming  in  good 
Health  otherwife.  The  Surgeon  laid,  he  would 
eat  his  Hat,  if  the  Child  was  cured.  In  about 
three  Months  he  was  quite  well,  by  the  follow¬ 
ing  Method:  fird,  I  recommended  the  Vervain 
Roots^  then  to  take  a  quarter  of  a  Pint  of  medi¬ 
cated  Whey,  daily,  at  three  or  four  fmall  cup¬ 
fuls,  viz.  A  quarter  of  an  Ounce  of  Red  Dock 
Root,  diced  thin,  about  a  Dozen  Leaves  of 
Garden  Sorrel,  lightly  bruifed,  and  pour  a  large 
quarter  of  a  Pint  of  Cheefe  Whey,  boiling,  on 
them,  cover  up  ciofe,  when  cool  to  be  drained, 
and  drank  warm  as  above.  The  Quantity  of 
Dock  Roots  to  be  increafed  or  diminifned,  as 
it  operated,  two  Motions  in  twenty-four  Hours 
are  proper.  I  advifed  Sorrel  and  Groundfel 
Leaves;  equal  Parts  to  make  an  Ointment  for 
his  Head,  and  Vervain  Ointment  to  the  other 
Parts.  Note ,  the  infide  Leaf  of  a  Goofe  dried 
up,  makes  the  bed  Ointment  in  thefe  Cafes. 

CASE  XLV. 

Abel  Ren,  of  Marden,  Kent,  aged  twenty- 
eight,  had  the  Evil  about  his  Head  and  Face, 
from  his  Birth,  was  feventeen  Weeks  in  the 
, London  Infirmary,  had  fourteen  fmall  Pieces  of 
Bone  difeharged.  from  his  Mouth  and  Nofe,  and 
feemed  well  for  a  little  Time  ;  but  the  Humour 
foon  returned  again  for  feven  Years  pad;  he 

came 
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came  to  me  the  2d  of  October,  1772,  with 
three  Ulcers  on  his  Forehead,  and  complained  of 
his  Head,  much  difordered,  Mouth  and  Nofe 
breaking  out.  I  recommended  a  Vervain  Root, 
a  gentle  Purge  ofTinfluie  of  Jalap,  made  with 
Geneva,  taken  once  a  Week,  in  Cheefe  Whey, 
or  Warm  Ale,  and  to  wafh  all  the  Wounds  with 
a  ftrongTnfufion  of  Hemlock,  Morning  and 
Night,  and  Elder  Ointment  over  all ;  he  was 
with  me  May  the  24th,  177 3,  all  well  but  one 
Sore  on  his  Forehead,  on  which  he  had  re^ 
ceived  an  unlucky  Blow.  September  the  9th, 
1773,  a  Gentleman  from  his  Parts,  fays,  he 
hac  been  very  well  of  that,  and  all  other  Com¬ 
plaints,  for  fome  Months. 

CASE  XL  VI. 

John  Wilfon ,  of  Feverjhr.m,  in  Kent,  Breeches 
Maker,  aged  twenty-eight,  came  to  me  for  ad¬ 
vice,  May  the  5th,  1770.  Two  Years  and  half 
before  he  had  many  fcrophulous  Tumours,  and 
Ulcers  round  the  Neck,  and  under  the  Chin, 
fome  were  taken  out  by  Caufncks,  by  an  Italian 
Mountebank,  on  Tower  Hill ,  at  two  Guineas  per

mon  Red  Dock  Root,  diced  thin,  twenty  or 
thirty  Leaves  of  Sorrel,  bruifed  put  into  a  Pot, 
and  a  Pint  of  Cheefe  Whey,  boiling  hot,  poured 
on  them,  covered  up  clofe,  and  when  cool, 
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drained  and  drank  at  four  Times  in  the  Dap 
with  thirty  or  forty  Millepedes,  bruifed,  and 
drank,  in  the  firfl  and  laft  Dofes,  Morning  and 
Night,  to  cleanfe  all  the  Sores  with  the  Hem¬ 
lock  infefioh,  then  apply  a  Poultice  of  half 
white  Nettles  and  half  Elder  Leaves,  Pork 
Lard  and  Oatmeal,  frefh  and  Warm  Morning 
and  Night,  over  all,  till  well.  Auguft  the  3d,, 
5770,  he  came  to  thank  me,  being  quite  well, 

CASE  XLVII. 

James  Reyner ,  of  Henffead Suffolk,  aged  thirty- 
three,  a  Carpenter;  four  Years  before  1  faw  him, 
his  right  Hand  and  W rife  were  greatly  fwelled, 
the  Palm  very  hard,  and  all  the  Fingers  ftiff 
and  ufelefs,  two  Years  after,  eighteen  ferophu- 
lotis  Ulcers,  not  deep,  broke  out  in  thofe  Parts, 
and  run  a  very  thin  watery  Ichor,  and  fometimes 
bloody,  but  no  good  Matter ;  Body  rather  cof- 
tive.  I  gave  him  a  Root,  and  ordered  Jallap  in 
Geneva,  once  a  Week,  in  fmall  Ale  or  Cheefe 
Whey.  The  other  fix  Days  a  Dram  of  Anti¬ 
mony,  very  finely  levigated,  in  a  little  Honey, 
and  Ground-ivy  'Pea  after  it.  To  deep  tire 
Hand  and  W rift,  a  quarter  of  an  Hour,  in  a 
Strong  Hemlock  Infufion,  Morning  and  Night, 
Then  to  anoint  all  over  with  V ervain  Ointment, 
and  cover  all  with  a  Poultice,  of  half  green 
Elder  Bark,  and  half  white  Nettles,  mafhed  and 
warm,  get  very  well  in  about  four  Months.  1 

CASE  XLVIIL 

Mary  Tills,  of  Stoke ,  by  Nayland >  Sujfolk% 
lingle  Woman,  aged  twenty-eight,  had  a  large 

foul 
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foul  Ulcer,  juft  above  the  Ancle  of  the  right 
Leg,  the  Breadth  of  a  Crown  Piece  and  very 
deep,  with  feveral  fmall  Knots  about  it,  had  been 
ailing  nine  Years.  Had  a  large  Vervain  Root, 
took  Jallap  in  Geneva,  once  a  Week,  put  fcraped 
Carrot  very  fine,  dry  and  warm,  into  the  Sore, 
and  applied  a  Poultice  of  Half  Groundfcl,  half 
Mallows,  Pork  Lard,  and  fine  Oatmeal,  frefti 
and  Warm,  Morning  and  Night.  In  a  Week 
ftie  found  much  Eafe,  and  the  Knots  about  the 
Ulcer  grew  fofter,  and  in  four  Months  a  per¬ 
fect  Cure. 

CASE  XLIX. 

A  violent  Scurvy ;  a  Gentlewoman  aged  Fifty- 
five,  a  Humour  all  over  her,  particularly  Spring 
and  Fall,  with  a  Bad  Scurf,  like  Scabs,  from 
Head  to  Foot,  and  itched  much,  been  fo  above 
thirty  Years ;  when  fhe  changed  her  Linen,  it 
would  almoft  ftand  alone.  Recommended  Mrs. 
Buhner's,  Diet  Drink,  Morning  and  Night,  and 
a  Wine  Glafs  of  Millepedes  Wine,  at  Eleven 
and  Four  o’Clock.  Hemlock  lnfufion,  with 
Mutton  Suet  diffolved  in  it,  to  wafli  the  fcabby 
Places,  and  a  few  Drops  of  Vinegar  to  help  the 
Itching.  Elder  Ointment  was  necefiary.  Sor¬ 
rel  and  Raifons  for  Draught,  and  a  Vervain 
Root  to  the  Stomach,  when  the  Scabs  were  off. 
Got  very  well. 

CASE  L. 

Mary  Norman ,  aged  fix  Months,  almoft  as 
foon  as  born,  an  inveterate  fcorbutic  Humour 
appeared  all  over  the  Head  and  Body,  with  in¬ 
numerable 
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numerable  fcabby  Eruptions;  and  a  moft  de¬ 
plorable  Objebt.  I  ordered  her  Dock  Roots  and 
Sorrel  Whey,  a  proper  Quantity  to  give  two  or 
three  Motions  in  the  Day,  and  an  Ointment 
made  with  equal  Parts  of  the  fame,  and  Goofe 
Fat  to  anoint  all  the  Scabs,  and  as  they  fell  off, 
to  walla  with  Lime  Water,  a  Pound  to  a  Gal¬ 
lon  ;  and  then  the  Ointment  again,  as  often 
as  any  Scabs  fhould  appear.  The  Child  was 
brought  to  me  in  a  few  Weeks  quite  clear, 
brifk,  and  well.  I  gave  no  Vervain  Root,  as  I 
thought  the  Cafe  an  inveterate  Scurvy,  without 
the  Scrophula. 

CASE  LI. 

Sarah  Rawlings  aged  thirty-two  about  eight 
Months  fince,  a  Pain  ftruck  at  once  into  the  left 
Knee,  an  Inflammation  up  the  Thigh,  was 
opened  by  a  Surgeon,  and  difcharged  only  a 
bloody  Sanies.  She  had  a  Seton  on  her  Knee, 
and  many  deep  Si  nudes,  the  Thigh  very  hol¬ 
low.  She  had  a  Swelling  near  the  Small  of  the 
fame  Leg,  which  broke  of  itfelf,  and  difcharged 
bad  coloured  and  bloody  Matter,  her  Menfes 
not  regular.  I  recommended  a  Root,  Tindfure 
of  jalap  in  Geneva,  twice  a  Week,  and  to  take 
out  all  the  Tents,  and  fyringe  the  Wounds  full, 
with  Infufion  of  Hemlock,  and  a  Piece  of 
Gentian  Root,  to  keep  the  Orifices  of  the 
Wounds  open,  then  Elder  Ointment  over  all. 
The  Egg  Liquor  under  the  Ham,  to  all  the 
fhrink  Sinews :  drefs  all  twice  a  Day.  Her 
Father  Jonathan  Rawlings  of  Lidgate ,  in  Suf¬ 
folk,  Wheelwright,  wrote  as  follows ;

MY  Duty  to  you,  and  to  let  you  know,  that 
with  your  Advice  and  the  Bleffing  of  Almighty 
God,  my  Daughter  Sarah  Rawling ,  who  had 
eight  Wounds  in  her  Leg,  Thigh,  and  Knee, 
has  been  found  and  well  thefe  four  Months. 
Blefs  God  and  you  for  it,  Ihe  was  Bed-rid  a 
quarter  of  a  Year,  the  Doftor  faid  he  could  do 
no  more  for  her.  She  got  on  Stilts,  and  foon 
gathered  Strength  in  her  Leg  and  Knee,  is  now 
well,  and  gone  to  Service. 

CASE  LIE 

Is  the  remarkable  Cafe  of  William  Cramp- 
horn ,  Son  of  George  Cramphorn ,  of  Dunmow f 
in  Ejjex ,  aged  eighteen,  recommended  by  Mr. 
Rayner ,  Surgeon  and  Apothecary  there.  Had 
a  very  bad  fcorbutic  Scrophula  on  both  Elands, 
his  Face  and  Back,  went  off  with  a  thick 
Scurf,  itched  much,  and  very  hot,  and  a  foul 
Ulcer  withinfide  the  right  Ancle,  and  a  poor 
State  of  Health.  I  gave  him  a  Vervain  Root, 
and  bid  him  pour  a  Pint  of  Cheefe  Vv  hey  boil¬ 
ing,  on  an  Ounce  of  Water  Dock  Root,  diced 
thin,  and  a  few  Leaves  of  Scurvy  Grafs,  cover 
up  clofe,  when  cool,  drain  and  drink  that 
Quantity  daily.  To  drefs  the  Ulcer  with 
Hemlock  Leaves,  malhed  with  Flour  of  Brim- 
ftone  twice  a  Day.  To  make  an  Ointment 
of  Elder,  and  Hemlock  Leaves,  equal  Parts, 
with  Hog’s  Lard ;  and  ufe  often  to  the  Erup¬ 
tions,  and  fometimes  a  little  Tindure  of  Jalap. 
I  faw  him  in  a  Month  much  .better.  Some 
Months  after,  I  received  a  Letter  from  Mr. 

'Tindall 
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'Tindall,  of  ~D unmow,  that  the  Man  had  not 
a  Sore  about  him,  but  bv  his  long  Confinement  ' 
was  fo  exceeding  weak,  and'  low,  as  not 
able  to  fit  up  but  a  few  Flours  in  the  Day;' 
his  Diftemper  feemed  to  be  now  entirely  in  his 
Body,  which  is  extremely  hard  and  full  of  Knots, 
nothing  has  pafifed  through  him  for  ten  Days 
paft,  the  Jalap  you  ordered  him  does  not 
move  him ;  he  fetches  his  Breath  with  Difficulty, 
his  Water  nothing  but  Corruption;  has  en¬ 
tirely  loft  his  Appetite,  can  keep  few  Things 
on  his  Stomach.  As  his  Cafe  is  different  from 
v/hat  it  was,  when  he  waited  on  you,  it  may 
require  a  different  Treatment.  —  Thus  far  the 
Letter.  I  then  ordered  half  an  Ounce  of  pure 
fine  Quickfilver,  every  Morning  till  it  pafied, 
and  then  to  leave  it  off,  and  to  drink  Mallow 
Tea,  with  a  few  frefh  green  Elder  Leaves, 
enough  to  purge  gently,  two  or  three  Times  in 
the  Day,  and  to  eat  good  Mutton  and  Beef 
Broth,  with  a  few  Sorrel  and  white  Nettle 
Leaves,  a  little  Oatmeal  boiled  in  it,  for  con- 
fcant  Food ;  this  was  March  the  19th,  177c. 
I  faw  him  September  the  4th  following,  his 
Sores  all  healed  well,  Stomach  tolerable,  but 
complained  of  a  Hardnefs  in  the  Region  of 
the  Spleen,  though  I  could  perceive  none,  his 
Water  now  a  Brick-duft  Sediment,  which  was 
moftly  corruption  before,  his  Legs  fometimes 
broke  out, 1  with  many  fmall  pimply  Eruptions, 
and  diicharged  a  little  bloody  Sanies,  kept  break¬ 
ing  and  healing  alternately,  for  fome  Time; 

I  advifed  him  to  bathe  them  in  ftrong  Cabbage 

Broth, 
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Broth  gentle  Jallap  Purges  once  a  Week,  and 
a  Cataplafm  of  Groundfel,  marfhed  with  quilted 
in  Linen,  to  the  Spleen,  and  renewed  once  in 
four  or  five  Days  juft  warm.  June  27,  1771, 
I  faw  him;  he  had  no  fores  or  any  Complaint 
whatever,  but  rather  weak  from  his  long  ill— 
nefs;  fince  which  he  has  grown  perfectly  ftrong 
and  hearty.  This  Cafe  evidently  flrews  the 
Propriety  of  my  feeing  Patients  more  than  once 
or  twice,  in  difficult  and  obftinate  Complaints; 
particularly  as  Symptoms  vary,  or  the  Difeafe 
takes  a  different  Turn,  by  a  Tranflation  of  the 
morbid  Matter  to  other  Parts. 

CASE  LIII. 

A  Man,  aged  thirty-five,  had  Angv.ft ,  r  77  r „ 
two  fcrophulous  Ulcers  on  the  Outficle  of  the 
right  Thigh,  a  Foot  Diftance,  and  in  each  a 
leaden  tube,  to  carry  off  a  conftant  Difcharge, 
and  two  more  Abfceffes,  broke  afterwards,  and 
all  communicated  with  each  other.  Had  been 
under  four  of  the  principal  Surgeons  of  the 
greateft  Character  in  London ,  which  I  forbear 
to  name,  not  willing  to  give  Offence  to  any 
one.  His  Thigh  had  been  laid  open  above 
twelve  Inches  in  Length,  the  principal  Surgeon 
laid  he  was  a  bold  Man  that  did  it.  Thefe  at¬ 
tempted  a  Cure  without  Succels.  I  recommend¬ 
ed  a  large  Vervain  Root,  twenty  Grains  of  crude 
Antimony  finely  levigated  twice  a  Day,  to  be 
waffied  down  with  Sarfparilla  Tea.  To  wafti 
and  fyringe  the  Wounds  with  ftrong  Hemlock 
Infufion,  and  lay  afide  the  Tubes,  to  anoint  the 
contracted  Sinews  with  Egg  Liquor  Morning  and 

Evening, 
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Evening,  and  a  Plaifter  of  Elder  Ointment  over 
all.  January  1772,  he  wrote  me,  he  was  much 
better,  could  walk  a  Mile  or  two  without  a 
Stick,  which  he  had  not  done  for  two  Years  be¬ 
fore.  In  April ,  1773,  he  wrote  me,  he  was 
very  finely,  and  the  Wounds  quite  healed. 
James  Hodge ,  Shoemaker,  in  St.  Peter's  Man- 
croft ,  Norwich ,  can  teftify  the  Truth  of  this 
Cure. 


CASE  LIV. 

George  Lingwood ,  Son  of  George  Lingwood, 
of  Hacheflon,  in  Suffolk ,  Farmer,  aged  twenty- 
four,  had  a  fcrophulous  Sore  on  the  Outfide  the 
left  Thigh,  difcharged  clear  Water,  from  many 
fmall  Places  like  Pinholes,  and  fcemed  hollow, 
had  been  opened  four  Times  by  a  Surgeon, 
healed,  and  held  well  a  Year,  then  broke  out 
again,  and  very  lame,  was  nine  Weeks  in  St. 
George's  Hofpital,  without  any  Benefit,  was 
with  me.  I  gave  him  a  Vervain  Root,  ordered 
Tindlure  of  Jalap  for  gentle  Purgation,  to  in- 
jedt  the  Wounds  with  Hemlock  Infufion,  and 
to  apply  a  Poultice  of  equal  Parts  of  Hemlock 
Leaves  and  young  Elder  Bark,  a  little  Poik 
Lard  and  fine  Oatmeal,  frefii  and  warm,  and 
to  drcfs  all  Morning  and  Night.  Three  Months 
after  1  had  a  Letter  of  Thanks,  for  his  being  got 
quite  well  of  his  Lamenefs,  and  no  Complaint. 
This  I  term  a  Eloneycomb  Scrophula. 

CASE  LV.  i 

' Thomas  Bays ,  at  Mr.  Moor's,  St.  John's  Lane, 
Cambridge ;  aged  nineteen,  a  fcrophulous  Dis¬ 
order 
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order  above  and  below  the  right  Knee,  a  large 
Piece  of  the  Skin  taken  off  by  the  Surgeons 
on  the  Infide  of  the  Knee,  which  is  now  healed 
lip.  The  Probe  was  palfed  almoft  through  the 
Joint;  now  July  15,  1771,  a  Gathering  be¬ 
low  the  Infide  of  the  Knee,  and  great  Lame- 
nefs>  and  many  fcrophulous  Breaking’s-out  about 
him.  I  recommended  a  Vervain  Root,  and 
Mrs.  Bulmer1  s  Diet  Drink,  and  to  poultice  the 
Knee  with  half  Mallow  Leaves,  and  half 
Groundfel;  and  the  Infide  of  a  Fig,  where  it 
pointed  to  break.  This  foon  broke  and  digefted 
the  Sore ;  then  it  was  healed  up  with  Elder 
Ointment  made  of  Goole  Fat.  The  Surgeons 
talked  of  Amputation.  December  following1, 
his  Letter  fays  he  was  four  Months  before  he 
got  right  well  of  his  Lamenefs,  and  now  can 
walk  and  run  as  well  as  ever. 

CASE  LVI. 

Alice  Clarke ,  of  Great  Wigborough ,  Ejfe\'y 
aged  twenty,  two  Months  fince  a  Pain  ftruck 
into  the  right  Hand  and  Wrift,  the  Back  and 
Palm  of  his  Hand  much  fwelled  and  very  hard, 
as  alfo  the  Wrift;  was  opened  in  five  Places  by 
a  Surgeon,  who  propofed  taking  off  the  Arm. 
The  Leg  and  the  Ancle  were  much  in  the  fame 
Situation;  with  fome  fmall  Ulcers,  July  15,  1771, 
fhe  came  to  me.  I  advifed.  the  Vervain  Root, 
fome  gentle  Purges  of  Tincfture  of  Jalap,  and 
to  fteep  the  dileafed  Parts  in  ftrong  Cabbage 
Broth,  half  an  hour  Morning  and  Night,  very 
warm.  Then  to  cover  ail  the  Wounds  with 
white  Nettles,  mafhed  well  with  Pork  Lard, 
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and  warmed.  The  20th  of  September  follow¬ 
ing,  fire  came  to  me  much  mended.  I  ordered 
her  then  to  anoint  the  Wrift  and  Thumb  with 
Oil  of  Sheeps  Trotters,  and  bathe  well  in  by 
the  Fire,  and  to  wafh  the  drying  fcabby  Sores 
With  Hemlock  Infufion,  November 25,  a  Neigh¬ 
bour  told  me  the  Hand  and  Wrift  were  quite 
well,  and  the  Leg  and  Ancle  juft  well  alfo* 

CASE  LVII. 

William  Seller ,  of  Friday  Fhorp ,  near  Mai  - 
ton ,  Ycrkfoire ,  aged  about  forty,  a  Shepherd 
by  Bufinefs,  his  Brother,  Mr.  Robert  Sharp , 
came  with  him  to  me  in  June,  1771.  His  left 
Elbow  Joint  had  many  large  Ulcers  about  it, 
and  the  Bones  feemingiy  greatly  enlarged,  the 
lower  Arm  and  Hand  much  fwelled,  the  El¬ 
bow  joint  ftiff  and  immoveable,  carried  in  a 
Sling,  and  ufelefs,  bad  Stomach,  and  little  Reft. 
I  advifed  Vervain  Root,  and  Jallap,  &c.  all 
the  Wounds  to  be  drefled  with  the  Juice  of 
bruifed  Hemlock  Leaves,  and  covered  over  with 
Cabbage  Leaves,  Morning  and  Night.  The 
Ulcers  foon  difcharged  amazingly,  the  Swelling 
of  the  Hand  and  Arm  foon  abated,  in  a  few 
Weeks  he  could  ftir  his  Fingers:  he  took  daily, 
one  dram  of  Antimony  finely  levigated,  in  Sy¬ 
rup  of  Elder,  many  Weeks  (except  he  purged 
with  the  Jalap);  I  faw  him  once  a  Week,  till 
Odlober  following,  then  he  went  home  greatly 
mended.  I  advifed  him  to  continue  the  Hem¬ 
lock  Juice,  and  Cabbage  Leaves,  and  Antimo*- 
ny,  and  add  a  Poultice  of  half  Mallow  Leaves, 
and  half  frdh  green  Elder  Bark,  maftied  with 
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a  iittle  Pork  Lard,  to  a  fmall  Tumour,  in  the 
Bend  of  the  Elbow,  when  no  Herbs  in  Winter, 
then  to  cover  the  Wounds  with  the  Black 
Plaifter.  November  the  8th,  1772,  he  returned 
me  many  Thanks  by  Letter,  and  fays,  his 
Wounds  are  almoft  healed,  only  a  little  StifF- 
nefs  in  the  Elbow  Joint,  his  Appetite  reftored, 
and  flept  on  Nights  as  well  as  ufual.  June  13, 
1773,  Robert  Sharp ,  his  Brother,  wrote;  he 
was  furprifed  to  fee  his  Arm  fo  well  recovered, 
and  only  one  very  fmall  Ulcer,  and  at  this  Time 
almoft  as  able  to  do  his  Bufinefs  as  formerly. — 
'*  Sir,  the  Surgeons  in  our  Country,  whoever 
tc  faw  it,  were  all  in  one  Mind,  that  there  was 
tc  no  Cure  without  Amputation,”  &c. 

In  July,  1775,  Robert  Sharp ,  writes  me,  his 
Brother,  'William  Seller,  at  this  Time  is  quite 
found,  and  hath  been  this  half  Year,  and  is  as 
healthful,  at  this  prefent  Time,  as  he  ever  was  in 
his  Life.  The  Ulcers  are  all  healed  up,  and  he 
is  capable  of  doing  any  kind  of  Bufinefs,  what¬ 
ever  comes  to  his  Hand.  And  he  hath  cured  fe- 
Veral  People  of  that  Complaint  fince  he  left 
Ejj'ex.  Blufh  1  ye  Surgeons !  Blufh  1 

CASE  LVIII. 

May,  1771,  I  was  fent  for  to  give  my  Advice, 
to  Margaret  Banyard,  Wife  of  John  Banyard, 
Shoemaker,  of  Wickham  Market,  in  Suffolk, 
aged  fifty-one.  She  had  then  a  very  bad 
ulcerated  Cancer,  in  the  Middle  of  her  right 
Breaft,  almoft  deep  enough  to  contain  an  Hen’s 
Egg,  and  fome  fcrophulous  complaints  in  other 
Parts;  (he  at  firft  found  fome  Relief  from  my 
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Directions,  afterwards  relapfed,  and  died  i# 
Ai.fV.f.  1773.  When  ]  firft  faw  her,  and  ex¬ 
amined  her  State  of  Health,  lhe  told  me  as 
follows,  viz.  her  Maiden  Name  was  Cutting . 
At  four  Years  old  lhe  had  a  Swelling  under 
her  Tongue  on  the  Salival  Glands,  which  the 
Surgeon  that  attended  her  pronounced  cance¬ 
rous;  he  ordered  the  Tumour  to  be  fyringed 
every  three  hours,  to  deftroy  the  Cancer  (as  he 
called  it)  with  a  Liquor  fo  corrofive,  that  the 
Slaver  from  her  Mouth  eat  Holes  in  her  Linen 
where  it  fell ;  till  at  Length  the  Strings  of  her 
l  ongue  were  eaten  in  funder,  and  the  l  ongue 
feparated  from  its  Roots,  and  was  fpit  out  in 
two  Pieces,  and  left  not  the  leaft  vifible  Re¬ 
mainder,  but  a  great  Hollow  nefs  wTence  it 
came.  Her  Mother  (landing  by  her  at  the 
Time,  ciied  out,  “Now  my  poor  Child  can 
“  never  (peak  more.”  lhe  Child  immediately 
replied,  “Yes,  Mamma,  I  can  fpeak,”  has  had 
the  ufe  of  Speech  ever  fince  fo  well,  few  Peo¬ 
ple  would  remark  it  I  obferved  lhe  rather  lifped 
a  little  at  pronouncing  feme  Letters,  wanting 
the  Tongue  to  apply  to  the  Roof  of  her  Mouth 
to  help  her  Pronunciation.  When  lhe  was 
a  young  Woman,  lhe  was  critically  examined 
by  the  Royal  Society  in  London ,  and  fung  them 
two  Songs  to  their  great  Wonder.  She  told 
me,  lhe  miffed  her  l  ongue  moll  in  fwallow- 
ing  her  Victuals,  for  after  chewing  her  Food* 
fhe  was  forced  to  thrufc  it  to  her  Swallow  with 
her  Frnger,  for  two  or  three  Years,  but  after- 
w:r  s  that  Difficulty  removed,  by  her  Youth 
and  Cuhom.  1  fhouid  not  have  mentioned 
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this,  but  there  are  fo  many  living  Witneffes  in. 
the  whole  Town  of"  Wickham  Market  and  its 
Neighbourhood,  that  can  atteft  the  Truth.  This 
fhews  the  Tongue  is  not  absolutely  neceffary  for 
Speech,  but  the  Lips  are  the  greateft'  Inftru- 
ments  of  Pronunciation. 

CASE  LIX. 

A  Lady,  aged  thirty,  had  a  Lump  on  the  right 
Breaft,  juft  above  the  Nipple  vby  a  Blow);  it  was 
fmooth,  moveable,  and  loft,  and  fome  dalhing 
Pains;  was  ordered  Millepedes,  which  leffened 
the  Lump  fomething.  1  advifed  the  Continu¬ 
ance  of  the  Millepedes,  a  Pint  to  a  Quart  of 
Lijbon  Wine,  drink  a  Glafs  of  the  Turbid  Li¬ 
quor,  at  Eleven  and  Four  ;  and  to  take  one 
Scruple  of  iEtliiop’s  Mineral,  in  Conferve  of 
Rofes,  Morning  and  Night,  and  to  wear  a 
Cloth  boiled  in  many  Folds  in  Hemlock  De- 
coflion,  dried,  and  ironed  fmooth,  and  renewed 
once  in  two  or  three  Days,  without  walhing. 
Got  better,  and  left  off  for  a  Month,  and  Pam 
returned ;  and  was  let  Blood ;  which  greatly 
abated  the  Pain  ;  and  then  ufed  the  fame  Things 
again,  only,  inftead  of  the  Cloth,  Ihe  applied 
green  Hemlock  Leaves,  bruifed  and  quilted  in 
Linen,  warm.  Has  been  well  fome  Years. 

CASE  LX. 

Mrs.  Alary  Holmes ,  of  Monks,  Ely,  Suffolk, 
aged  forty-two,  about  four  Years  fince,  a  final] 
Knot  rofe  on  the  left  Breaft,  which  fuppurated, 
and  healed  of  itfelf.  Now,  July  the  23d,  1770, 
fince  Chrijlmas  laft,  a  Hardnefs  gathered  on 
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great  Part  of  the  fame  Bread,  and  a  Rifing  be¬ 
low  the  Nipple,  was  poulticed,  and  opened  by  a 
Surgeon,  but  not  healed  ;  then  I  was  confulted. 
I  ordered  a  Vervain  Root,  to  purge  gently  with 
Rofe  Leaves,  boiled  in  Cheefe  Whey,  once  a 
Week  ;  the  other  fix  Days  to  take  twenty  Mil¬ 
lepedes,  bruifed  in  Whey,  Morning  fading,  and 
lad  at  Night ;  apply  a  Poultice  all  over  the 
Bread,  of  one  third  Mallow  Leaves,  one  third 
Elder  Leaves,  or  Bark,  and  one  third  the  Infide 
of  Figs,  boiled  tender,  in  thin  Milk,  and  malh- 
ed  well  together,  to  be  applied  warm,  Morn¬ 
ing  and  Night;  fird  fyringing  the  Wounds,  and 
walking  all  the  Bread,  with  a  pretty  drong  In- 
fufion  of  Hemlock.  September  the  10th,  was 
much  mended,  the  Knots  wading,  and  no  Pain. 
December ,  1770,  came  to  me  ;  the  Knots  all 
diifolved,  and  looked  only  a  little  reddifh,  fo  a 
Poultice  of  mellow  Apples  redored  it  to  its  na¬ 
tural  Colour  and  Soundnefs. 

CASE  LXI. 

Ruth  Richard/on ,  Wife  of  Thomas  Richard- 
Jon ,  of  IVitbtrsjield,  aged  thirty-three,  had  a 
fcrophulous  Tumour  on  the  right  Bread,  jud 
above  the  Nipple,  broke  and  run  a  thin  Sanies, 
for  a  Fortnight,  with  fome  Hardnefs  round 
the  Orifice  ;  had  formerly  a  Sore  on  her  Back 
and  Hip,  and  a  fore  Throat,  but  they  are  all 
well  fome  Time  fince  has  only  now  the  Com¬ 
plaint  in  her  Bread.  I  advifed  Sorrel  and  Dock 
Roots  in  Cheefe  Whey,  to  take  half  a  Pint, 
three  times  in  the  Day,  once  in  the  Morning 
fading,  once  at  Eleven,  and  once  at  Four 
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o'Clock,  daily,  and  to  poultice  the  Bread:  with 
half  Mallow  Leaves  and  half  Groundfel,  and  a 
little  Pork  Lard,  frefh  and  warm,  Morning  and 
Night.  She  came  a  Month  after  to  thank  me, 
has  been  well  a  fortnight.  I  had  given  her  no 
Root.  I  now  gave  her  a  Root  by  Way  of  Pre¬ 
vention.  About  a  Year  after  fhe  brought  an¬ 
other  Perfon  for  my  Advice,  and  to  Ihew  me 
how  well  ihe  continued. 

CASE  LX  1 1. 

The  following  Cafe  and  Cure  were  fent  me 
by  a  humane  charitable  Lady  out  of  Berkjhire. 
About  two  Years  ago,  a  Lad  about  eighteen, 
had  a  Swelling  on  the  Back  of  his  Hand,  was 
thought  a  Chilblain,  broke  into  fmall  Wounds, 
grew  fo  bad  he  was  fent  to  Winchejter  Hofpital; 
was  there  near  fix  Months ;  his  Hand  was  laid 
open  very  deep,  near  a  Year  before  it  healed. 
It  dried  up  by  Degrees ;  and  immediately  his 
Leg  and  Foot  began  to  fwell,  and  broke  into 
large  Wounds,  and  difcharged  a  great  Quan¬ 
tity  of  watery  Matter,  for  feveral  Months ;  was 
at  laft  healed,  by  the  fame  Medicines  given  him 
in  the  Hofpital,  for  his  Hand.  The  Gentlemen 
there  difagreed  in  their  Opinion,  fome  declared 
it  the  Evil,  others  not,  but  it  has  fince  proved 
fo  pall;  a  Doubt.  He  continued  well  for  fome 
Months.  About  Chrijlmas,  1772,  a  violent 
Swelling  fell  into  his  Elbow,  and  round  that 
Part  of  his  Arm,  particularly  in  the  Joint, 
which  put  him  to  exceffive  Pain  for  two 
Months,  then  broke  and  difcharged,  in  the 
fame  manner  his  Leg  and  Foot  had  done  be- 
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fore.  He  was  advifed  to  drefs  it  with  brown 
Ceret,  and  dry  Lint,  and  to  take  fome  open¬ 
ing  Pills,  which  kept  him  rather  eafier,  but  he 
had  very  little  effential  Benefit.  But  very  hap¬ 
pily  about  two  Months  ago,  we  were  advifed 
to  let  him  try  your  very  excellent  Remedies, 
publifhed  in  your  Treatife,  which  (thank  God!) 
has  been  of  vafl  Service.  Four  large  Wounds, 
two  under  the  Arm,  and  the  other  in  the  Joint, 
are  almofl  healed.

Vervain  Ointment  to  the  Wounds,  dry  Lint, 
and  a  fine  Rag  fpread  with  the  Ointment, 
over  all,  to  prevent  flicking.  He  took  ten 
Grains  of  Jalap,  and  ten  Grains  of  Cream  of 
Tarter,  once  a  Week;  the  other  fix  Days  a 
Dram  of  Antimony,  finely  powdered,  and 
wafhed  down  with  Ground-ivy  Tea.  A  fubfe- 
quent  Letter  fays,  ‘All  the  Wounds  are  healed, 
‘  and  the  Arm  every  Day  gains  Strength,  and 
*  the  Lad  in  perfect  Health  of  Body.’  The 
Lad  was  taken  into  the  Family,  to  be  under 
the  Lady’s  own  Infpedlion  —  A  rare  Example 
of  Humanity  indeed!  Is  fince  well  and  gone 
to  Service. 

CASE  LXIII, 

The  following  Letter  I  received  dpril  1 6, 
1774.  Mr.  Mcrley ,  Sir,  in  the  Beginning 
of  September,  I  purpofely  made  a  Journey  to 
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Haljlead ,  to  beg  your  Advice  concerning  an 
Ulcer  I  had  in  my  right  Leg,  for  upwards  of 
ten  Years;  and  I  can  now  (Bleffed  be  God)  fafe- 
ly  fay,  it  was  the  belt  J  ourney  I  ever  took  in  my 
Life ;  you  was  kind  enough,  ( for  which  may 
God  for  ever  blefs  you  andycur’s)  after  examin¬ 
ing  it  to  advife  me,  on  my  arrival  in  London , 
to  purchafe  one  of  your  Effays  on  fcrophulous

I  am  now 
as  found  as  ever  1  wasdn  my  Life;  enjoy  as 
good  a  State  of  Health  as  any  Man ;  and  can, 
and  do  work  hard  in  my  Bulinefs,  as  a  Brafs 
Founder.  The  Joy  it  gives  me  is  inexpreffible, 
as  it  is  natural  to  fuppofe,  confidering  the  Time 
I  had  it,  and  the  many,  many  Methods  I 
made  ufe  of.  Had  been  in  three  Hofpitals, 
under  other  Surgeons,  and  fcveral  private  Peo¬ 
ple  to  no  Purpofe ;  till  happily  I  wras  ftrong- 
ly  follicited  to  apply  to  you ;  w'hich  I  did, 
and  (Blefied  be  God)  obtained  a  found  Cure.

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This  Child  I  advifed  to  have  a  good  Vervain 
Root,  to  drink  Dock  Root,  and  Sorrel  Whey, 
daily,  wiith  three  or  four  Grains  of  Jalap  Pow¬ 
der  (if  neceffary)  to  keep  the  Body  in  good  Or¬ 
der.  Diacolon  cum  Gummis  Plaifters  to  the 
Sores,  and  to  the  Back  of  the  Hand  a  Poultice 
of  Archangel  and  Elder  Leaves,  with  Pork  Lard  ; 
thefe  ufed  with  Difcretion  did  the  Cure. 

CASE  LXV. 

Mary  Goat,  Wife  of  Robert  Goat,  of  Bran¬ 
don,  Suffolk,  Shoemaker  aged  thirty-nine,  was 
with  me  May  the  14th,  1774;  her  right  Bread 
fwelled  and  hardifn,  not  difcoioured,  but  dart¬ 
ing  dafhing  Pains  chiefly  againd  Change  of 
Weather  ;  a  fmall  Knot  in  the  left  Bread.  Mr. 
Cabel,  Surgeon  and  Apothecary  there,  faid  it 
was  a  Cancer.  I  directed  a  quarter  of  a 
Pound  of  frefh  Burdock  Roots,  to  be  wafhed, 
diced  thin,  and  boiled  in  a  Pint  of  Spring  Wa¬ 
ter,  to  be  half  drained,  and  half  a  Pint  of  fkim- 
med  Milk,  added,  and  drank  warm,  at  four 
Times  in  the  Day  ;  to  drink  thirty  Millepedes 
bruifed  in  the  fird  and  lad  Draughts ;  to  wear 
Groundfel  in  Quilting  over  the  Bread,  and  re¬ 
newed  once  in  tire  Day.  June  the  2d,  her  right 
Bread  broke,  and  run  tolerable  good  Matter; 
then  I  advifed  her  to  boil  a  few  Elder  Leaves 
and  Mallow  Leaves,  with  the  Burdocks  to 
keep  her  Body  rather  loofe,  and  to  apply  a 
Poultice  of  Groundfel  and  white  Nettles,  equal 
Parts,  mafhed  with  Goofe  Fat,  warm  to  the 
Bread.  Auguji  the  13th,  1774,  I  received  the 
following :  Sir,  I  can  with  Pieafure,  and  grate¬ 
ful 
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fill  Acknowledgement,  inform  you  that  my 
Breaft  is  quite  v/ell :  it  was  juft  fix  Weeks  from 
the  Time  it  began  to  the  Healing  up ;  it  broke 
in  feven  Holes.  My  left  Breaft  is  bravely,  and 
the  Knots  wafte  daily.  To  you  (under  God)  I 
owe  my  Life,  becaufe  the  Debtors  could  do  no¬ 
thing  for  me  but  cut  it  off.  Pray  God  preferve 
you  for  the  good  of  Mankind,  &c.

CASE  LXVI. 

Sir,  Godalmin ,  Sept.  1 6,  1774. 

Having  this  Opportunity,  I  make  bold  to  write 
to  you  in  Behalf  of  William  Bradley.  He  re¬ 
turns  you  his  fincere  and  hearty  Thanks  for  the 
Benefit  lie  has  received  by  the  Medicines  de- 
feribed  in  your  Book.  I  will  write  this  Cafe 
as  I  had  it  from  himfelf.  About  twelve  Years 
ago,  had  a  Swelling  came  in  the  Infide  of  his 
right  Knee,  was  very  painful,  was  fent  to  Dr.

A  little  Time  after,  his  Leg  and  Thigh  fwelled 
very  much,  and  the  Sinews  of  his  Hams  fo  con¬ 
tracted  that  his  Foot  would  not  touch  the  Ground 
by  fix  Inches ;  could  not  walk  without  Crutches 
and  great  Pain.  He  had  a  great  Swelling  on 
his  right  Shoulder,  very  painful ;  he  was  brought 
to  the  Workhoufe  under  my  Care,  fo  very  bad 
he  could  not  help  himfelf.  His  Wounds  were 

all 
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all  dreffed  with  dry  Lint  every  Day,  and  his 
Shoulder  poulticed  with  Oatmeal  and  Small 
Beer,  by  our  Doctors  Orders,  but  that  did  not 
ripen  or  difperfe  it ;  then  I  made  a  Poultice  of 
St.  James's  Wort,  and  Pork  Lard,  that  brought 
it  to  a  Head,  and  it  broke  of  itfelfin  a  few  Days. 
I  heard  of  Mr.  Morley's  Book,  fent  to  London 
for  one,  and  diredly  put  him  under  John  Buck's 
Cafe,  and  that  has  made  a  perfed  Cure  of 
his  Leg  and  Thigh,  the  Wounds  of  them  all 
healed  up,  is  in  very  good  Health,  and  got  out 
of  the  W^orkhoufe ;  but  comes  daily  to  have 
his  Shoulder  dreffed,  which  has  difcharged  two 
Pieces  of  Bone,  one  Inch  and  a  quarter  long, 
and  about  three  quarters  broad,  and  many  fmall 
Pieces,  like  Crumbs  of  Bread;  as  the  Black 
Plaifler  did  not  heal  it,  fhall  be  glad  to  know 
what  will  (by  the  Bearer)  and  I  will  get  it  for 
the  poor  Fellow.

CASE  LXVII. 

Mrs.  E.  Hibberdinc,  of  Banbury ,  in  Oxford- 
Jhire ,  fent  me  this  moil  extraordinary  Cafe  and 
Cure,  March  27,  1776.  Mrs.  Anna  Maria 
Palmer ,  of  S  veer  ford,  Oxfordjhire ,  now  about 
fifty  Years  old,  had  many  bad  Chilblains 
when  a  Child,  with  difficulty  cured  :  and  for  fome 
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Years  after,  Spring  and  Fall,  had  many  Break¬ 
ings  out  in  her  Face,  and  about  her  Ears;  at 
about  twenty-five  Years  old,  v/as  feized  in  a 
mod:  terrible  Manner,  which  Several  Phyficians 
and  fkilful  Perfons  of  the  Faculty,  could  not 
account  for?  only  the  late  Dr.  Lewis ,  of  Ox¬ 
ford ,  faid  it  was  a  cancerous  Humour,  ran  quite 
through  her  Infide.  She  had  no  Sore  outward¬ 
ly,  or  Appearance  of  a  Cancer.  She  was  taken 
on  a  Hidden  with  a  Kind  of  Hyfterick  Fit,  fore 
Throat,  Hoarfenefs,  and  fhortnefs  of  Breath ; 
and  foon  became  fo  very  weak,  as  not  able  to 
bear  the  Smell  of  F'ood ;  with  many  other 
Complaints  too  numerous  to  mention.  Eva¬ 
cuations  were  made  (Jfe  of,  with  Fever  Medi¬ 
cines,  but  with  little  Effefl ;  her  Throat  dwelled 
to  a  mod:  furprifing  Bignefs,  and  was  fo  pain¬ 
ful  and  bad  withinfide,  that  Ike  often  feared  it 
would  cnoak  her.  She  had  Blitters,  Setons, 
Steams,  and  Gargles,  but  all  in  vain.  In  half 
a  Year  the  Swellings  of  the  Throat  abated,  and 
fhe  got  about  a  little,  but  during  the  whole 
Time  fhe  had  the  Bloody  Flux,  in  a  terrible  De¬ 
gree;  which  could  not  be  flopped,  though  fhe 
was  bled  in  the  Arm  for  it  once  a  Fortnight: 
This  weakened  her  fo  much,  that  in  half  a 
Year  more,  fhe  was  forced  to  take  to  her  Bed 
again,  for  near  a  Year.  The  fame  Medicines 
were  tried  again,  without  any  Effeft.  Now 
all  her  former  Complaints  returned,  a  flow  Fe¬ 
ver,  fore  Stomach,  Faintings,  fudden  Chills,  and 
Flutterings,  together  with  a  Pleurify,  and  was 
convulfed ;  for  which  a  Blitter  was  applied  to 
the  Heart,  which  relieved  much,  and  removed 
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that  Complaint;  but  (till  had  Pains  all  over 
her,  efpecially  Head,  Stomach,  and  Bowels, 
for  which  fne  had  frequent  G lifters ;  fhe  had 
alfo  great  Sweats.  In  this  Hinds  one  Mr. 
Smarts  an  Apothecary  of  fome  Note,  out  of 
Worcejlerfmre ,  was  confulted ;  he  ordered  an 
Eledtuary,  which  was  ufeful,  and  to  ride  out 
as  foon  as  able ;  which  was  done,  and  fhe  re¬ 
mained  tolerable  well  for  about  a  Year.  But 
ftill  the  Flux  continued,  though  in  a  fomewhat 
lefs  Degree.  But  upon  taking  Cold,  her  old 
Complaints  returned  with  greater  Violence. 
The  Eledtuary  was  tried  again,  but  had  no  Ef- 
fedt  at  all ;  the  Bark  too  was  often  tried  in  va¬ 
rious  Forms,  but  to  no  Purpofe.  At  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  this  Illnefs,  her  Reafon  was  greatly 
impaired,  and  her  Memory  almoft  loft ;  for 
which  two  Caufticks  (I  fuppofe  Iflues)  were 
ordered  by  Dr.  Lewis ;  this  was  in  1762,  one 
made  on  each  Thigh;  and  difcharged  very 
much.  In  half  a  Year  after  this,  her  Reafon 
returned,  and  fhe  rofe  again.  She  continued 
up,  and  capable  of  her  Bufinefs,  (which  is 
chiefly  Sewing)  two  whole  Years;  then  all  re¬ 
turned  again.  In  this  Illnefs  fhe  entirely  loft 
her  Speech,  and  never  fpoke  a  Word  for  three 
quarters  of  a  Year.  The  Cauftick  ftill  continued 
running  very  much.  She  now  took  Affafcetida 
Pills,  and  artificial  Affes  Milk ;  then  rofe  again, 
and  continued  up  a  Year  or  more.  Then  was 
feized  again,  and  her  Reafon  was  quite  gone, 
four  Years  and  a  half,  or  more  ;  nothing  frefh 
was  ufed  now,  only  Figs  boiled  in  Milk,  during 
this  Period,  the  Caufticks  were  gradually  let 
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go,  and  then  her  Voice,  Strength,  and  Reafon 
returned  in  ibme  Degree ;  role  again  but  re¬ 
mained  up  only  nineteen  Weeks;  was  then 
feized  with  a  Putrid  Sore  Throat,  which  foon 
brought  on  all  her  old  Complaints,  entirely  de¬ 
prived  her  of  her  Reafon,  and  confined  her  to 
her  Bed,  where  fhe  remained  many  Years  in 
a  moft  deplorable  Way ;  every  frefli  Seizure, 
her  Complaints  grew  more  violent.  During 
her  Illnefs,  hie  always  felt  as  if  drawn  together 
Withinfide: — Sir,  on  reading  your  Efiay,  and 
recollecfting  what  Dr.  Lewis  had  faid  of  a 
cancerous  Humour  running  withinfide  without 
any  outward  Appearance,  1  thought  a  fdrophu- 
lous  one  might  do  the  fame ;  efpecially  as  Dr. 
Lewis  faid,  her  Grandfather  died  of  the  Evil 
in  his  Foot.  This  gave  me  the  Hint  of  trying 
your  Methods,  which  we  began  with  November 
4,  1774.  The  Vervain  Root  was  then  put 
on,  after  wearing  it  a  Fortnight,  the  Patient’s 
Sifter  perceived  feme  Mitigation  of  the  Violence  . 
of  her  Anguifh,  for  hie  ufed  to  fay,  her’s  was 
not  Pain,  it  was  Agony.  Then  the  Millepedes 
Pills,  as  in  Cafe  XVII.  were  .given,  for  her 
fore  Throat,  and  in  a  Month  her  Reafon  began 
to  return.  Then  fhe  took  the  An’imony  in 
.fine  Powder,  with  Honey  and  Ground-ivy  Tea, 
as  in  Cafe  XLVII.  by  Chrijlmas ,  fhe  could 
,  read,  and  underhand  what  hie  read.  In  about 
fix  Weeks  more  fhe  began  to  rife,  but  was  very 
weak,  and  her  Strength  returned  fiowly ;  yet 
continued  to  increafe.  At  the  Eajler  follow¬ 
ing  hie  came  down  Stairs,  with  the  full  and 
free  Exercife  of  her  Reafon  i  which  has  re¬ 
mained 
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mained  perfectly  clear  ever  fince;  to  the  great 
Surprize  of  all  who  knew  her.  At  her  firft 
coming  down,  her  Legs  fwelled  a  good  deal, 
and  were  in  Pain ;  fhe  took  the  Diet  Drink,  as 
in  Cafe  XII.  which  quite  removed  that  Com¬ 
plaint  in  a  few  Months.  By  Michaelmas ,  1775, 
fhe  was  quite  well,  and  able  to  walk  half  a  Mile 
at  a  Time;  has  remained  fo  ever  fince;  but 
continues  the  Diet  Drink  this  Spring  1776,  by 
Way  of  Prevention.  Sometimes  fhe  takes  a 
little  Tindhire  of  Jallap.  She  is  at  this  Time  as 
healthy  and  ftrong,  as  is  reafonable  to  ex¬ 
pert  a  Perfon,  who  has  been  fo  long  affiifted, 
fhould  poffibly  be.  If  you  think.  Sir,  this  ex¬ 
traordinary  Cafe  merits  a  Place  in  your  next 
Edition,  it  is  at  your  Service,  and  that  of  the 
Public.  I  wrote  it  as  fhort  as  I  could,  from 
Mrs.  'Palmer' s  own  Mouth,  and  her  Sifter’s; 
and  was  myfelf  alfo  an  Eye  and  Ear-Witnefs  to 
great  Part  of  the  Fa£b;  having  been  perfonally 
acquainted  with  them  both,  from  my  Child¬ 
hood,  feen  and  converfed  frequently  with  them 
in  all  their  affliction.  The  two  Sifters  and 
Brother  prefent  their  humble  Duty  and  Thanks 
to  Mr.  Morley,  &c.  Such  long  protracted 
Sufferings,  fo  very  circumftantially  related,  and 
fo  extremely  well  authenticated;  muft  convince 
every  unprejudiced  Practitioner,  ( even  the 
moft  fkilful )  how  difficult  it  often  is,  to 
judge  of  fcrophulous  Cafes ;  if  they  ferioufly 
confide  r  this  fo  ftrange  a  complicated  one, 
they  will  fee  many  Reafons  to  think,  thefe 
Symptoms,  though  fo  various,  originated  from 
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an  Hereditary  Evil  in  Mrs.  Palmer,  as  her 
Grandfather  died  of  it.

Princes  Rijbcrough ,  Bucks ,  May  17,  177 6. 

Mr.  Morley, 

Sir,  I  fhould  think  myfelf  wanting  in  Grati¬ 
tude  to  yon,  and  Humanity  to  my  fellow  Crea¬ 
tures,  if  I  longer  omitted  acquainting  the  Pub¬ 
lic,  of  the  great  Cure  I  have  obtained  by  the 
Ufe  of  your  Effay.

For  a  gentle 
Purge,  I  took  boiled  Rofes  once  a  Week;  this 
I  continued  Eleven  Months:  I  then  left  off  the 
Poultice,  and  applied  the  black  Plaifter,  I  hav¬ 
ing  then  ten  Wounds,  five  on  each  Side  my 
Neck,  and  hollow  from  my  Collar  Bone  to  my 
Ear;  I  then  took  a  gentle  Purge  of  Jallap  once 
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a  Week,  and  the  other  fix  Days,  a  Dram  of 
Antimony  finely  powdered,  mixed  with  the  fame 
Quantity  of  Loaf  Sugar,  and  walked  it  down 
with  a  Cup  of  Ground-ivy  Tea.  I  continued 
this  two  Years  and  three  Months;  which  (with 
the  Bleffing  of  God  )  compleated  the  Cure.  I 
am  in  a  better  State  of  Health  than  ever  I  can 
remember.  It  is  a  Year  and  fix  Months  ago, 
and  I  have  had  no  Symptoms  of  the  Diforder 
fince.

Neither  will  my  Age  and  Infir¬ 
mities  oermit  me  to  vifit  Patients,  as  I  ufed  to 
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do.  Any  Perfon  defirous  of  confulting  me, 
living  at  a  Diftance,  will  act  prudently  to  fend 
me  their  Cafe  in  Writing,  a  few  Days  before- 
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hand,  that  I  may  the  better  confider  it  againft 
I  fee  them. 

I  have  had  many  who  have  been  falivated, 
and  taken  mercurial  Preparations  to  very  little 
Purpofe ;  on  the  contrary,  hurtful.  I  have  found 
fait  Water,  taken  inwardly  to  have  bad  Ef- 
fe£t,  as  already  hinted.  Outwardly  it  often 
dries  up  the  Sores  for  a  Time,  which  generally 
break  out  again  near  the  fame  Places,  and  Will 
■continue  io  do  lo,  unlefs  the  Habit  of  Body  is 
altered.  I  very  rareiy  order  Bleeding,  and  never 
diredt  Vomits,  which  I  think  of  no  ufe.  1 flues 
or  Setons  I  do  not  approve,  and  generally  dry 
them  up,  as  they  are  apt  to  draw  the  Humours 
into  them,  inflame,  and  are  troublefome  with¬ 
out  any  Afliftance  towards  the  Cure,  as  I 
could  ever  obferve.  I  repeat  that  I  do  not  order 
Salts  of  any  Kind  for  Purgation:  but  always 
the  moft  mild  and  gentle  Things  for  that  End. 
Hemlock  I  have  ufed  outwardly  numberlefs 
Times,  with  great  Succefs.  1  adminifter  little 
inwardly:  If  any  Tumours,  & c.  are  near  the 
Head,  it  muft  then  be  ufed  with  Caution,  as 
Cafe  IV.  I  never  ufe  Knife  or  Cauftic  to  open 
an  Abfcefs,  fometimes  the  Point  of  a  Lancet, 
and  that  but  feldom :  for  I  find  proper  Poultices 
much  more  eligible  on  many  Accounts.  I  ad- 
vife  thofe  who  are  colli ve  under  this  Diforder 
(which  is  a  very  frequent  Complaint)  to  keep 
the  Body  always  open  with  very  mild  and  gentle 
Purgatives;  a  little  at  a  Time,  and  often,  is  more 
beneficial  than  ftrong  Purges.  Jaliap  I  have 
found  by  long  Experience,  prepared  as  follows, 
to  be  the  belt  family  Purge  for  fcrophulous 
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DIforders.  Take  an  Ounce  of  Jallap  in  fine 
Powder,  fteep  it  in  half  a  Pint  of  Geneva,  in 
a  Pint  Bottle,  clofe  flopped,  fhake  it  well  two 
or  three  Times  a  Day  for  a  Week,  gently  pour 
off  the  clear,  or  filter  it  through  whitifh  grey 
Paper :  fling  away  the  Dregs,  and  keep  it  clofe 
flopped  for  tife.  A  Man  may  take  off  a  Table 
Spoonful  of  this  Tindlure  in  a  quarter  of  a  Pint 
of  v/arm  fmall  Ale,  Cheefe  Whey,  or  a  Difh 
of  Tea  with  Sugar.  A  V/oman  one,  two,  or 
three  Tea  Spoonfuls:  A  young  Child,  a  few 
Effcps  in  its  Vidtualsj  always  proportioning 
the  Dole,  to  the  Age,  Sex,  and  Strengdi  of  the 
Patient.  Two  Motions  or  three  at  mod  in 
twenty-four  Hours  are  proper,  it  may  be  taken 
once  or  twice  a  Week  at  Difcretion  as  long  as, 
wanted.  A  Month  in  the  Spring  or  Fall,  will 
be  very  falutary,  for  all  People  fubjedl  to  this 
Diforder;  though  no  Complaints,  only  as  a 
Preventative.  When  I  order  Antimony  to  be* 
taken  inwardly,  I  always  diredl  it  to  be  finely 
levigated,  or  powdered  in  an  Iron  Mortar,  as 
fine  as  poflible,  and  then  lifted  through  fine 
Lawn  or  Muflin,  fo  that  few  or  no  fhining  Par¬ 
ticles  appear ;  then  it  is  a  fine  and  fafe  Medi¬ 
cine.  Never  to  wear  any  Covering  over  the 
Eyes,  but  wafh  them  often  with  cold  Spring 
Water,  which  will  firengthen  them  and  repel 
the  Humour  which  the  Purgatives  will  carry 
off.  The  Egg  Liquor  for  Contradlions  is  made 
with  the  Yolk  of  a  new-laid  Hen’s  Egg,  beat 
very  thin,  and  fix  Spoonfuls  of  warm  loft  Wa¬ 
ter  added,  one  at  a  Time;  beat  die  Liquor  con¬ 
tinually  till  well  mixed.  Gently  rub  die  affe&ed 
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Part,  three  or  four  Times  in  the  Day  with 
this  Mixture  and  a  warm  Hand,  five  or  fix 
Minutes  at  a  Time,  covering  the  Part  with  Flan¬ 
nel  to  defend  it  from  Cold.  As  the  Sarfaparilla 
Decoflion  is  very  ufeful  in  fome  fcrophulous 
Cafes, — boil  two  Ounces  of  the  Root  in  three 
Pints  of  foft  Water,  to  one -Quart,  towards  the 
End  all  Half  an  Ounce  of  Liquoriffi,  diced 
thin,  when  diffolved  drain;  half  a  Pint,  or  more 
of  this  may  be  taken  twice  a  Day  at  Difcretion. 
It  is  gentle  eafy  Methods,  not  rough  Preemp¬ 
tions  and  painful  Applications,  that  are  mod 
efficacious  in  this  obdinate  Dilorder.  Perfons, 
though  ever  fo  poor  and  didreffed,  are  welcome 
to  confult  me  for  Advice  in  Perfon,  if  they 
find,  or  even  fufpe£t  themfelves  to  be  tainted 
with  this  Diforder,  on  any  Morning  from  Ten 
to  Twelve,  and  in  the  Afternoon  from  Three 
to  Five  of  the  Clock,  (Sundays  excepted)  if  I 
am  well. 

Many,  many  Guineas  have  been  offered  me; 
■but  1  never  take  any  Money.  Sometimes,  in¬ 
deed,  genteel  People  have  fent  me  fmall  Ac¬ 
knowledgements  of  Tea,  Wine,  Venilon,  See. 
Generous  ones,  fmall  Pieces  of  Plate,  or  other 
little  Prefents.  Even  Neighbouring  Farmers,  a 
Goofe,  or  Turkey,  Sec.  by  Way  of  Thanks. 

This  I  am  obliged  to  fay,  as  Perfons  widiing 
to  confult  me  may  be  afraid,  led,  as  I  am  not  to 
be  regularly  feed,  I  ffiould  come  with  the  After- 
Clap  of  a  long  Bill. 

It  cannot  be  expefted,  that  I  wffio  receive 
no  Fee,  ffiould  be  at  any  Expence:  Therefore
